WASHINGTON, April 9.—BPlans have been fully matured. for the naval and 
military demonstrations to be made the moment this Government. is ready to as- 
gume conditions of war. 

While the naval’ strategic board has observed the greatest secrecy in connection 

_ with its deliberations, yet the surface showings, and the movement of the fleets, coup- 
Jed with the well known purpose of the Government tells very plainly of the cam- 
paign that has been mapped out. 

The matter of gaining control of Cuba at the very outset has been the subject 
thiefly discussed, and this has occupied the most attention. The assembling of Capt. 
Sampson's flect at Key West within easy striking distance of the principal fortifica- 
tions of Cuba, is ample evidence that the naval forces will first move on Havana, and 
if resistance is offered will shell the towns, bombard the forts, and force an en- 
trance. Should the armed forces on land about Havana continue to resist after the 
forts have been rendered non-effective then it would be necessary to subjugate them. 
‘The work of the navy, however, will be to quiet the guns of the forts and make 
it possible to land troops on Cuban soil. They will also stand between the island and 
any aid Spain might seek to send. . 

The principal force of Capt. Sampson’s powerful fleet will be needed to invest 
Havana. That harbor is thoroughly mined and the fortifications are stronger there 
than at any other point on the island. Since the Vizcaya and the Oquendo have left 
there, less trouble is feared in taking Havana. 

One serious problem for the Government to solve is the disposition of 150,000 
Spanish troops, should they quietly lay down arms and surrender. An immense fleet 
would be needed to take them from the island and convey them wherever it should be 


determined they should be taken. 

While the main squadron, and which might be termed the “Fighting Squadron,” 
‘is paying its respects to Cuba, it will devolve upon the “Flying Squadron” to prevent 
‘any Spanish warships from approaching the island. 
It will also devolve upon the fleet under Capt. SchJey to drive away the two Span- 
ish warships at Porto Rico, and prevent their being reinforced by other Spanish war-

Whether the Spanish possessions on the other side of the Atlantic are to be at- 

remains for future consideration. This is no doubt true with reference to 

“Spain herself. While present plans do not contemplate carrying the war across the 
‘Atlantic it is suggested that Spain may assume such an aggressive policy as to compel 
her complete subjugation, but the prevailing sentiment is quite largely to the effect 
that a fight in Cuban waters will terminate the war. Others, however, do not take 
‘that view of the situation and fear it will be continued indefinitely.

fairs. 

These terms, according, to advices from London and Madrid, are: 

1. The United States shall cease giving moral and material aid to the insurgents. 

2. The United States shall withdraw its fleet from Key West and from'the waters of the 
Philippine Islands. , 

With the conditions suggested by Spain it is felt here that a new and even graver crisis may

received by Congress, but in view of the sentiment of the Senate and House, it is felt that the condi- 
tions proposed by Spain will accentuate the feeling already existing. 

An armistice will be futile, because it takes two to make peace as well as two to make 
a fight, and the Cubans would refuse an armistice from Spain. 
But Spain can declare a cessation of hostilities without communicating with or recognizing 
Gen. Gomez, in a letter dated March 7, received yesterday, declares that Spain has

already ceased hostilities. While she continues to starve women, children and non-combatants to

death, she has ceased to fight her armed foes. : 

Gen. Woodford is still in Madrid, although all the other members of the embassy have left 
for France. He cabled at midnight last night that as a result of the pressure upon Spain by the 
ambassadors and by the Pope, a meeting of the ministry was held late last night at which a decision 
was reached to proclaim a cessation of hostilities to-day. 

Leaders in Congress and members of the Cabinet declared to the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
that Spain’s offer could not make the slightest difference in the programme of the President or of 
Congress. 

The President’s “war message” t+» Congress is based on the fact that Cuba is in a state of 
anarchy; that Spain has lost control of it; that the insurgents are not in secure control of any part 
of it; but that Spain in particular has proved herself unable even to protect the warship of another 
nation when paying a “friendly visit” to Spain’s personal harbor of Havana, 

“Under these circumstances,” said one of the highest officers of the Government to the corre- 
spondent, “we cannot regard Spain’s offer to cease hostilities against the insurgents as changing the 
situation. 

“Tf Spain will agree to negotiate upon the basis of the ultimate independence of Cuba, the 
United States would be compelled to accept the offer.” 

A long cable dispatch from Minister Woodford arrived about midnight in cipher. Experts 
were summoned to the White House to translate it. The news was carried to several members of 
the Cabinet by reporters. One of the four highest officers of the Government, whose views the Post- 
Dispatch has found to be invariably in accord with the President’s vote said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that he did not believe Spain’s offer could now make any change in the programme 
of the President or of Congress. 

The President definitely informed Spain 10 days ago that all negotiations for peace, to re- 
ceive the co-operation of the United States. must be based on the ultimate independence of Cuba. 
If Spain is still unwilling to yield that point the United States must intervene by force if necessary.

In discussing his probable action Senator Bacon said to-night: “I don’t want 
to make any threats, but I shall never vote for intervention unless it is accompanied 
by a resolution declaring for independence.” 

Senator Hansbrough of North Dakota expressed the ' sentiments of the President's 
frlends in the Senate when he said: 

“T think the best possible solution of this difficulty ee all the circumstances is 
for immediate intervention by force of atms if necessary. ‘When the Spanish forces 
take themselves away from the island, as I think they must do, this Government will 
then be in& position to determine what the Cubans want for their own people. 

“Tntervention, in fact, means the independence of Cuba. It is the first and safest 
and only proper step toward independence.” 

Representative Berry of Kentucky a member of the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, informed me to-night that the committee had under consideration a resolu- 
tion declaring belligerency for Cuba as a compromise measure. 

“Some of the committee members,” said Mr. Berry, “favor independence and 
intervention. Some favor intervention and not independence. To the end that abso- 
lute harmony may be secured, it has been suggested that the committee report a 
belligerency resolution when the intervention resolution comes out.” 

It is certain that a resolution declaring Cuban independence will be offered in 
the House. Several Representatives have signified their intention of offering one as 
a substitute for the committee resolution. 

The House Republicans are somewhat divided on the question of independence 
and intervention. When it comes down to the final vote, when the cold gray eyes 
of Speaker Reed are fixed upon them, however, it is doubtful if there will be a Repub- 
. cn vote recorded against intervention. 

Senator Caffery, for the past three days has been preparing a long speech which 
he will deliver on the Cuban question when it comes up in the Senate. Mr. Caffery 
will oppose intervention and independence. He will take the grounds that the United 
States has no right’ under international law to interfere with the affairs of a foreign 
power. 

Senator White of California is also preparing a lengthy speech similar in tone 
to the Caflfery speech. 

At present the intention of the Dentocrats in the House is to oppose a resolu- 
tion of intervention unless accompanied by declared independence.

The above are the exact queries and answers and are vouched for by a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Consul General Lee is expected to make some startling disclosures when he appears before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee Tuesday morning, and, in short, he is expected to take up 
Sigsbee’s testimony at that point and tell how the mine was exploded. 

Capt. Sigsbee was asked about the extinguishing of the electric lights in Havana the night of 
the explosion, and said that he had been told they went out just as the explosion occurred under the 
Maine. He said he was not at liberty to say who gave him this information.

Gullon, the Foreign Minister, having received important telegrams from Washington, immediately 
went to the residence of Senor Sagasta, the Premier, where a protracted interview was had. Senor 
Gullon then went to the palace, where a Cabinet council was held and the Prime Minister imparted 
the contents of the telegrams. He said that the Ambassadors of the powers had asked Spain to 
grant an armistice with a view of allowing negotiations for a settlement of the whole question. 

The Council had a long and anxious discussion, during which Senor Sagasta went out and 
consulted the Queen Regent, and it was finally decided to grant an armistice which should last 
five days upon the following conditions: 

That the United States should immediately cease to lend moral and material support to the 
Cuban insurgents, that the American squadron in the vicinity of Cuba should be withdrawn, and 
that the American vessels near the Philippine Islands also should be withdrawn. | 

If the United States decline these conditions it is declared that the powers will openly lend 
their support toSpain. * 

The correspondent in Madrid of a news agency here says that if the insurgents shall not have 
laid down their arms by the end of five days, the war will be resumed and Spaip will — the 
moral support of the powers. 


No Truce Until Cuban Independence Is Declared.

“Tf it be true that this armistice is proposed by Spain, it is a declaration of the belligerency

“When Spain admits as much, it is time that the United States recognize the independence 


of Cuba.”

THE CABINET YIELDED TO THE PRAYER OF EUROPE. 


MADRID, April 9, 6:45 p. m.—Th e ambassadors collectively called upon Senor Gullon requesting that Spain grant the 
armistice so repeatedly begged tor by the Pope. 

The Cabinet then met Gen, Correa, Minister of War, and Admiral Bermejo, Minister of Marine, objected to the grant- 
ing of an armistice, on the ground that it would be disparaging to Spanish arms. The representative of Russia, as a military 
power, replied that he considered it would be no disparagement. Objection was again made on the ground that there was no 
guarantee that the insurgerits would accept an armistice. The representatives replied that in that case an armistice would 
mean only a suspension of hostilities and insisted upon Spain offering to the insurgents a last chance of submission for the 
sake of negotiating peace. If the insurgents continued hostilities the Spaniards would be allowed legitimate self-defense. 

The Ministry then unanimously agreed that an armistice be granted. 
The decision was attended by the usual solemnity by the drafting of the minutes which the entire Ministry signed.

In making this announcement Mr. Woodford 
conveyed it as a piece df news in which this country was vitally interested, but not as an official communication from the 
Spanish Government to this Government.

SEA MESSAGES WITHOUT 
CABLE A POSSIBILITY. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., April 9.—Prof. L. I. 
Blake of Kansas University has success- 
fully conducted his wireless telegraphy ex- 
periments with receiver similar to that 
of a telephone. The receiver is a sensitive 
apparatus operated by the atrik of the 
sound waves against it, which In turn 
operates the telegraph instrument as per- 
fectly as can be done by wire 
The sound waves will pass through brick 
or stone walls, wood, iron and other sub- 
stance and still operates the receiver.: Prof. 
Blake says he does not believe the new 
discovery will ever take the place of the 
aie method of telegraphy, but it can 
e made of great value by signaling from 
the shore to ships 10 or 15 miles from the 
coast when the view is obscured by fog or 
violent atmospheric disturbances, and will 
be of thestimable service in coast defense 
work, in which it is now proposed to use it.

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“SAGASTA, 
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His Calm Temperament and His Irony Make Him 
| Very Popular. 
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PRAXEDES MATEO SAGASTA. 


He Is the Only Man in Spain Sufficiently Devoted to the 
Boy King to Be Premier. 


wr 


Irony is the secret of the power which Senor Sagasta, the present Premier of Spain, 
wields over his country. In a country where even the peasants are impressively elo- 
quent, and where the language itself Is poetic, he is strangely deficient in the:graces 
of speech, and his voice is neither sonorous, well-toned nor impressive. In fact, his ut- 
terances are rather halting, yet when he is addressing the Cortes or a political meeting 
every voice is hushed and every head bent forward so as not to lose a single word of 
the uninterrupted volley of gentle sarcasm which seems to pervade every phrase he 
utters. 

He is a wrinkled, kindly-looking old man of about 70 years, who, unlike his great 
rival, the late Senor Canovas, cares nothing for society: He is almost as ignorant of 
its usages as was his good wife, who, on the first occasion that she attended a court 
entertainment as wife of a Premier, put to the test even the traditional gravity of the 
Hidalgos by making a most profound curtsey to every one of the Halebardiers who, 
pike, in hand, lined the apartments and the staircases of the Royal] Palace. 

She was firmly convinced that they were grandees, and expressed to each the cus- 
tomary complimentary wish that he “might live a thousand years.” 

Sagasta is of all the Spanish statesmen the one who stands most high in the 
favor of the Queen and of the little King. His relations with the Regent are aj- 
™ .St paternal in character, and on at least two occasions when he has considered it 
politic for her interests and for those of the little King, he has deliberately resigned 
the Premiership and recommended her to trust the direction of affairs to Canovas in- 
stead. 

He is utterly without affectation in his relations with her, completely disin- 
terested, and has thoroughly convinced her that he prefers the tnterests of his lit- 
tle King even to those of his county. Nothing could be more charming than the 
relations which subsist between young Don Alfonso and the old statesman, upon 
whose Knees he until @ year ago was fond of clambering in order to play with his 
eyeglasses. ; 

Sagasta differs from most of his countrymen in being entirely devold of al] 
disposition to seek revenge for past injuries. Thus, {n the early part of the sixties 
Senor Igon, the chief law officer of the Crown, who filled a position similar to that 
enjoyed by the Attorney General of the United States in this country, demanded 
not merely Sagasta’s arrest, but likewise his execution as a revolutionist by means 
of the disgraceful death of the garrote. 

Yet on the first occasion that Sagusta Was called upon to form an administration, 
after the overthrow of the monarchy, he made a point of inviting this self-same law- 
yer to accept the portfolio of Minister of Justice, and always treated him with particu- 
lar kindness and consideration, 

It is thanks to such conduct as this that Sagasta has fewer real enemies than any 
other public man in Spa'n 

But few people are aware that Sagasta is not merely a Free Mason, but likewise 
a Grand Maseter of the order in Spain—a fact which has contributed in no small 
manner to ‘facilitate the relations between Gen. Woodford and himself. 

Yet, in spite of the nortorious hostility of the Catholic Church for the fraternity, 
Sagasta has always been on the best of terms with the clergy in Spain, and has, in 
fact, enjoyed a far greater degree of consideration at their hands than his Conser- 
vative rival, Canovas. 

Sagasta is an engineer by training, a Journalist by profession, a politician by cir- 
cumstances, and a Premier, just at present, by misfortune. For there is no doubt 
that no other statesman could have been disinterested and patriotic enough to accept 
office at a moment when Spain is so certain to be overtaken by disaster as just at 
present, 

He has been a Minister of Spain under the dictator, Gen. Prim; under the reign of 
King Amadeus; under Marshal Serrano, when the latter was Presidént of the Re- 
public; under the late King, and repeatedly since the present little boy gucceeded to 
his father’s crown. 

He lives on the little Plaza Celenque, not far from the Puerta del Sol, and occupies 
the first floor of a very ordinary apartment house, and were it not for the presence 
of a few police officers around the entrance, no one would dream that it was the 
abode of the Premier of the proudest nation on the face of the globa It presents 
a striking contrast to the palace of the late Senor Canovass 

Unlike Canovas, who made a point of surrounding himself when tn office with men 
devold of intellectual or political Standing, so as to have them completely under his 
thumb, Sagasta has always endeavored to select his Ministerial colleagues from 
among the cleverest and most accomplished of public men. He apparently has ne 
fear of their rebelling against his authority—an authority which he owes entirely to 
his imperturbability of temper, and to the fact that he always preserves his equa- 
nimity even under the most trying of circumstances, his calmness, mingled as it is 
with frony, creating a deep impression upon a people so passionate and so hot-blood- 
ed as are the Spaniards. 

Spain owes to him many reforms and civic prerogatives, and no one has contribut- 
ed more to endow his countrymen with constitutiognal rights and freedoen than Praxe- 
des Mateo Sagasta, who is fond of deciaring that he finds as much pleasure and in-

TTHE WAR WILL BE ONE | 
OF CRUISERS, NOT BATTLESHIPS.

ROME, April 9.—Admiral Enrico Accinni, the Senior Italian Admiral in active 
service, commander of the first naval department and the next Minister of the Ma- 
rine, made the following statement for the Post-Dispatch correspondent on the sub- 
ject of the impending naval war between America and Spain: 

“America and Spain, not either having anticipated an immense naval war, are 
both unprepared, but both, especially the United States, have so strengthened their 
naval forces since the prospect of war arose that it would be futile to attempt a de- 
tailed comparison of their fleets. 

“If on the one hand Spain on paper has a more complete naval organization, on 
the other it must be recognized that the United States have immensely greater econ- 
omic industrial resources. 

“Both have noble traditions of struggle for nationality. Spain counts on her naval 
annals as examples of true heroism, but America while quite young in the ranks of 
nations is able to write down to its credit pages amongst the most glorimus history 
when she made headway against the mighty aations, with the aid of men like 
Admiral Farragut, who would be an hgnor to any country. 

“Again, even examining and judging from the material strength of ships of 
which the two fleets are composed it 1s impossible to establish even the relative su- 
periority of one over the other. 

“The war would not be one of large battleships but of cruisers. Thé simple fact 
that the United States may have a smaller number of these can prove nothing as 
she is in a position to purchase more. There is no reason to assume, in fact, there is 
reason to reject the possibility of Spain blockading the harbors of the United States 
coast line. It is too extensive for even an attempt to be made at a blockade by a fleet 
such as that of Spain and from a strategical point of view it would not be advisable. 

“Besides Spain must have some recollection of her wars in South America, 


where in spite of many acts of valor the work of blockading proved of very little 
efficacy.

LONDON, April 9.—The signed statement of J. P. Gibbons to the editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, cabled from the London Bureau of the Post-Dispatch telling how the 
Maine was blown up has been fully confirmed. The Daily Mail publishes to-day, 24 
hours after the Post-Dispatch without names, a story of the explosion similar in 
many respects to that furnished~by Mr. Gibbons to the Post-Dispatch, but inaccurate 
in some important particulars. The Mail says the English engineer who supplied 
the mines (Gibbons) superintended the laying of them in Havana Harbor, but Gib- 
bons informs me that this is not correct as he was never in Havana. The chief point 
in the main account as of the Post-Dispatch is that it establishes the fact that the 
mine could only have been exploded by design and by the deliberate act of the Span- 
ish engineer officers in charge of the mine field observation station. 

This revelation has evidently much impressed public opinion here, and it has 
once more brought the Maine outrage into the foremost position as the final justifying 
cause of the present crisis.

The news has caused a great stir, owing to rumorsin military circles that England 
contemplates giving aid to America by sending the Jamaica garrison to Cuba if the 
United States decides on a military occupation of that island or of Porto Rico.

AST. LOUIS BUILT SHIP. 


It Is Designed for a Trip to the Klon- 
dike From Seattle. 


Down at Stone’s ship yard at Broadway 
and Kansas street is being built a little boat 


which in about ten days will take its first 
journey, but the journey will not be by 
water. It will ‘be by rail. 

The littl boat will be loaded on two 
or three flat cars and hauled over the Great 
Northern road to Seattle. There she will be 
launched, and the next trip she takes will 
be to the Yukon River, with Mr. and Mrs. 
E. D. Wiggin of Washington, D. C., and a 
party of ten miners on board. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wiggin are at present in 
St. Louis, and are putting up at the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel. They will remain until the boat 
is pronounced ready for her journey by the 
workmen at the ship yard, 

The boat is built upon the lines of a tug, 
is 80 feet in length and is 16 feet at her 
widest part. She is designed expressly to 
make unnecessary the dangerous and se- 
vere trip across the ‘“‘pass,’’ and is provided 
with a number of small boats for use in 
the numerous creeks which flow tributary 
to the Yukon, Steam will be the motive 
power and the miners will also act as the 
oat’s crew. 

One feature of the trip — Mr. Wig- 
gin lays great stress upon#@is the quality 
and quantity of supplies which will be car- 
ried: There will be var.ety as well as 
abundance, and this Mr. Wiggin looks upon 
as a powerful element in keeping his pros- 
pectors not only in the best of health but 
in the best of spirits. Supplies will be car- 
ried for three years, the time estimated to

Bros., Nos, 907 and 909 Washington avenue, 
wholesale tmporters and dealers in white 
goods, hostery, gloves, table linens, 
jadies’ underwear, embroideries, laces and

The first alarm was turned In at 4 o’clock 
@nd was quickly followed by a second alarm 
that brought a score of engines to the 
scene, 

Before the first engine was in action fm- 
mense volumes of dense smoke swirled up 
through the street gratings, both from the 
front and rear of the building, and intense 
excitement prevailed, as the street was 
crowded. ' 

The building, eight stories high, of Mil- 
waukee brick, with. a frontage of 110 feet 
and a depth of 220 feet, running from Wash- 
ington to Lucas avenue, belonged to Ed- 
ward Mallinckrodt, and was one of the 

ost substantial and imposing business 

ouses on the avenue. Three prosperous 
firms have quarters in the building. . They 
@re Friedman Bros. & Schafer, wholesale 
shoes, from 901 to ; Glaser Bros., , 
@nd the Loth Jeans Clothing Co., #7 North 
inth street, just to the rear of Friedman 
ros, & Schafer. 

Glaser Bros, closed their doors at 2 p. 
m. and no one Wag in the house at the 
time the fire started. It was first discov- 
éred by Erhest Milsinger, a clerk in Fried- 
man Bros. & Schafer’s, who ran to Tenth 
a Washington avenue and turned in the 
alarm, 

The origin of the fire has not yet been 
explained. uls Glaser, senior member of 
the firm, said there was never any fire in 
their basement, and the engine room, 
which furnishes heat and power for the 
building, Is under the Nintb street pave 
ment, on Friedman's side of the bullding.

SCENE IN A CHURCH. 


Anti-Ritualist Advocate Tears 
Crucifix From an Altar. 
IONDON, April 9—The anti-ritualistic 
crusade of Mr. John Kesit, the layman 
who on January 15, 1897, caused @ sensa-~ 
tion by reading a protest against the elec- 
tion of Dr. Mendel Creighton, a Bishop of 


London, In succession to the most Rev. 
Frederick Temple, now Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, on the ground of Dr. Creighton’'s 
alleged desire to “underwork the work of 
the reformation by introducing the trink- 
lets of Rome,” etc., has been specially 
vigorous during holy week, culminated in 
giving extraordinary scenes in St. Cuth- 
bert’s Church yesterday, Good Friday, 
where, as has been customary during past 
years, the conduct of the service consisted 
in chanting St. John’s story of the passion 
on the same lines as the Oberammergau 
play, the 
Christ, Pilate and Calaphas. 

One of the principal feature 
mony is known as the “‘Venération of the 
Cross”’ and the crucifix w&s being removed 
from the altar to the steps where the 
clergy, acolites and congregation advance 
in pairs, prostrate themselves and kiss the 
figure of Christ. At the tail of the pro- 
cession was Mr. Kensit surrounded by a 
body of friends. Tékey advanced to the al- 
tar steps, but, instead of kneeling, Kensit 
horrified the congregation by suddenly 
seizing the crucifix, raising it aloft and 
frantically rushing toward the door, shout- 
ing: “In the name of God I denounce this 
idolatry and popery in the Church of Eng- 
land. My God help me.’’ 

A most painful scene ensued. A crowd of 
people surrounded Mr. Kensit and people 
struck him and wrestled with him, one 
man going so far as to thrust a handker- 
chief tnto Mr. Kensit’s mouth tn order to 
make quiet. Finaliy the congregation res. 
cued the crucifix and the police entered the 
church and arrested Mr. Kensit.

DECATUR, I1l., April 9—Most men who 
go to the penitentiary go unwept. When 
the prison door closes on them they. are 
dead to the people who once knew them 
and in a few years they are forgotten. 

In October, 1889, Jack Faunce was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary from - Macon 
County for life for the murder of Mat 
McKinley. To-day a petition signed by 
nearly 6000 citizens of Decatur and vicinity 
goes before the Illinois Board of Pardons 
asking for his release. 

The case is most unusual. The night of 
July 3, 1889, Mathew McKanley, a grocery 
clerk, was on his way home from the store. 
His way led through a disreputable quar- 
ter of the town. Two women were ac- 
costed by a man on the street. The women 
called for help. McKinley went to their 
assistance and was shot by the man and 

ilied, 

On the evidence of a stranger who claimed 
to have seen the shooting Faunce was held 
by the grand jury. The stranger did not 
appear at the trial, but a woman known as| MH es 
‘the mysterious woman in red” did, and on Fe a a a a i i te ae 
her testimony Faunce was convicted. Main- 
ly because the woman was of notoriously 
bad character the jury fixed his sentence 
at imprisonment for life. 

The trial excited no unusual interest or 
Sympathy. Faunce’s people were poor and 
without influence, Faunce himself was not 
an especially valuable citizen. He was dis- 
sipated and had been punished before for 
minor offenses, By all the ruies that gov- 
ern public sympathy in cases of this kind 
he should have faded from the memory of 
the good citizens of Decatur in five years 
at the most. But he didn’t. 

A few who followed the trial 
that Faunce was innocent. As the years 
went by there were rumors that another 
man was the guilty party and there was 
much evidence that was not brought out at 
the trial. The rumors multiplied in num- 
ber and the conviction grew in the minds 
of many that serious mistake had tbeen 
made. Finally Harry M. Wheeler, a ‘bright 
young newspaper reporter, became inter- 
ested in the matter and began to investi- 
gate it. He obtained a number of affida- 
vits from witnesses who had testified at 
the trial of Faunce and from other wit- 
nesses who had not. ‘These affidavits to- 
gether with letters from prominent citizens 
and a petition signed by a large number of 
business and professional men of this city 
were laid before-the board of pardons and 
the pardon of Faunce was asked. This is 
now pending. The grand jury was in ses- 
sion at the time and they took the mat- 
ter up. 

The result of their investigations was 
that Joe Mauzy, son of the Sheriff at the 
time of the murder, was indicted. 

The trial which ensued was full of thrill- 
ing interest. Memories are not always 
good for nine years, and there was muen 
conflicting testimony. The able attorneys 
for the defense fought over ever step of 
the ground, and at the end of the three- 
weeks’ trial Joe Mauzy was acquitted. 

Then the people became wildly enthusiast- 
ic for the pardon of Faunce. Women car- 
ried petitions from house to house, Men 
would walk for blocks to find a petition to 
sign. Merchants laid petitions on their 
counters and called the attention of their 
customers to them. The grand jury pre- 
pared and signed a petition of {ts own. The 
judge who tried Mauzy signed the petition 
as did several members of the jury. In a 
few days the list was swelled to nearly 6000 
names. The Board of Pardons has notified 
those in charge of the petition that they 
will take up the case on the 14th inst., and 
to-day the petition was forwarded to them,

NEW YORK, April 9.—The chances are that Uncle Sam will «soon possess the 
finest fighting machine ever equipped for war—the most perfectly equipped airship in 
the country at the present moment. 

It may be bought outright for use against Spain. M. Jernague, the scientist in 
charge of the~balloon, described its features to a Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

“Ifa Spanish fleet should attempt to enter the harbor of New York nothing short 
of a cyclone could prevent this wonderful airship from going out to sea at a height 
of two miles and from there dropping down the most destructive explosives known to 
the scientific world. 

“In a few minutes the entire Spanish fleet would be destroyed, It would be a 
very difficult thing, as the guns are now mounted upon a man-of-war, to sight a gun 
upon the balloon two or three miles in the air, for the guns cannot be sufficiently 
elevated to get it in range. 

“It is claimed by the scientific war aeronauts that this flying machine can leave 
Key West any day, even in the face of opposing winds, and, hovering over Havana, 
blow the city in’a few hours out of existence. 

“Another plan which has been suggested by naval officers would be to have the 
airship accompany a squadron. The few hours’ warning it could give the Com- 
mander of an approaching fleet would enable him to prepare for battle In advance 
of his rival. An observer from a balloon a mile of two miles high with a strong 
glass, looking down upon the shore defenses, could discover batteries in sunken 

, emplacements that would not be visible from the deck of a ship. He could also see 
the number of guns, and their probable caliber and disposition in every fort would 
be noted and could be telegraphed or telephoned from the car of the balloon to 
the Admiral of the fleet. 

“Torpedo boats and dynamite gun vegsels hiding behind points of land, ready to 
dart off to make an attack, may be discovered by the observer up in the clouds. 
A rough chart can be sketched from the balloon, showing the position of every fort 
and battery and all shore defenses, and this chart would be sent down by a travel- 
ing basket to the Admiral, who could then select the best position from which to 
bombard or flank his enemy. During action with shore batteries the observer could 
keep the Admiral informed of the effects of his fire and warn him of the approach 
of torpedo ‘boats or any other attacking force. | 

“In case of a landing the best place could be selected. A map could be made 
of the route to take after landing and the strategic positions that ghould be seized 
and the disposition of the enemy’’s force.”

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ERSTER THOUGHTS ON THE WAR SCARE AND YELLOW ORATOR 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 9.—The following editorial, signed by 
Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, reviewing the Maine-Cuban question, 
will appear in the World to-morrow: . 

1. Spain is a decaying, ignorant, well-nigh bankrupt nation, 
over 4000 miles distant from her base of operations in Cuba. 
Sne has a populaticn of 17,000,000, 78 per cent of which is 
illiterate. She is the lowest in civilization and progress of 
any nation in Burope—practically without commerce, in- 
dustries, money or credit. Her 4 per cent bonds are quoted in 
London at 49, while United States 4s sell at 122. Her paper 
money is at a discount of 42 per cent. Spanish securities rank 
with those of Greece and the smaller South American Re- 
publics. She has a debt- of $1,251,452,000, or nearly $75 per 
capita, and hag been unable to make a new loan in this crisis. 

AS WAR IS & MATTER OF MONEY WHAT CHANCE 
HAS SPAIN? 

2. For three years past Cuba has been‘in revolt. Spain has 
sent to the island more than 200,000 soldiers; commanded in 
turn by her ablegt generals—Campos, Weyler and Blanco. 
They have all failed. The Cubans in arms now number little 
more than 30,000, poorly clad, ill-fed, unpaid, and yet they 
eontrol the greater part of the island. They hold Spain at 
bay. 

3. For two years past the inhabitants of the Philippine Is- 


| lands, the last of Spain's colonial possessions, save Cuba and 


Porto Rieo, have also been in revolution. They are but little 
niore virile than the feeblest of the feeble races, the Sandwich 
Islanders, and yet Spain has been unable to put them down. 

4. On the 12th of March, or 28 days ago, Spain’s famous 
“‘orpedo flotilla,” consisting of three torpedo vessels and 
three torpedo boat destroyerg, with a convoy steamer carry- 
ing coal and provisions, left‘ Cadiz for Porto Rico amid the 
plaudits of the multitude. Its destination was said to be Porto 
Iiico. Day after day the arrival of this terrible new armada 
Within striking distance of our shores was tremblingly await- 
ed by the alarmists. 

The flotilla first stopped for repairs at the Canary Islands 
and’ on the 3d of April put into Cape Verde Islands in a 
crippled condition, where it still remains, off the coast of 
Africa, 2300 miles from Porto Rico. It is doubtful if the ves- 
ever reach this side. They were not built to cross the 
ocean. The capture or destruction of their convoy would 
leave them helpless. 

But Spain has a fleet—a “flying .squadron’’—that does 
not fly, though day after day its departure has been an- 
nounced. There are modern battlesnips and cruisers in it, 
but they are still at Cadiz undergoing repairs by foreign 
workmen and awaiting supplies from foreign arsenals. They 
could not reach Cuba under 12 days, long after the islard had 
been captured should the United States enforce their uiti- 
matum at once, as every dictate of honor, of prudence and 
of peace requires that they should.

DESPERATE S'’‘RUGGLE WITH THE

DID HOME. 


HE FIRED INTO THE CEILING. 


Dr..George F. Hulbert, the Family 
Physician, Has a Battle for Life 
With His Patient, but 
Conquers. 


While temporarily insane W. A. Cock- 
rell, manager of the Star Elevator Co., 
last night threatened his own life, fired a 
bullet wild into the ceiling of his bed- 
chamber, and later attempted to kill Dr. 
George F. Hulbert of 4230 Delmar pboule- 
vard, who was called in to see whether 
he had injured himself. 

Mr. Cockreil pounced upon 
physician, with a revolver in one hand, 
while with the other, his fingers out- 
sretched, he reached for the doctor’s throat. 
Sheer strength and presence of mind 
saved the doctor from faliing a victim to 
ine wrath of the crazed man. 

All this happened at the grain merchant's 
fashionable home, 4228 Delmar avenue. 

he trouble began at the dinner table, 
when Mrs. Cockrell and the little daughter 
&reeted Mr, Cockrell, upon his arrival from 
gown town at 6:30 p. m, 

It was noticed that he acted rather 
quietly. He made no reply to the greeting, 
‘(xcept that a few moments later he stated 
that he cared for nothing to eat. 

He leaned back in a chair, with a news- 
paper in hig hand, but he did not seem to 
be interested in its contents. Then sud- 
denly there was an outburst of angry 
words, The man stood up, stamped his teet 
and tore his hands through his hair. 
There Was a@ strange glare and glitter in 
his eyee, 

He screamed and swore and said some-

he drew a revolver, and Mrs. Cockrell and 
her child, frightened, ran into the parlor. 
The crazed husband and father did not 
seem to pay any attention to them. 

He was talking and flourishing the re- 
volver.

The report was heard a block away. A 
passing pedestrian stated that he heard two 
shots. But Dr. George F. Hulbert, who a:- 
rived on the scene a few moments later and 
ialked with Mrs, Cockrell, says that only 
one shot was fired. 

A servant whe summoned the doctor was 
too excited to tell anything about it. 

Mrs. Cockrell was equally hysterical, and 
the information given the physician 
that Mr. Cockrell had fired a shot and was 
in his room. He might be dead, they ex- 
citedly cried, for there was not a sound 
from that part of the house. 

Dr. Hurlb.rt was not prepared for what 

foilowea. Armed with only his ‘‘emergency 
erip sack’ he reached the bed chamber. The 
door was shut, but not locked. He pushed it 
open and saw the ftigure of Cockrell 
crouched upon the bed. 
«ves curled up, his knees being drawn 
as though the man were suffering. His 
back was toward the door. Dr. Hulbert 
turned the gas higher, and walked around 
tou the other side of the bed.

HEROIO EFFORT OF JOSEPH 
PALMER TO SAVE THE UN- 
FORTUNATE WOMAN. 


HER BODY WAS RECOVERED. 


Sorrowing Search Made by the Family, 
Ending in the Terrible Discov- 
ery on a Slab at the 
Morgue. 


Clad in the garb of glad Easter, Mrs. 
Lenora Holt stole away from her luxurtous 
home, 2518 South Broadway, yesterday 
afternoon and rushed madly to death at the 
bottom of the big river. 

Loved ones and the strong arms of a 
hero reached out to stay the suicide, but 
death won the race by little more than the 
length ot a finger tip. 

The hero was Joseph Palmer. 

The woman who so persistently sought 
death was the wife of Gustave Holt, a 
pioneer chinaware merchant, who for more 
than a quarter of a century has conducted 
a prosperous establishment on South Broad- 
way. 

Joseph Palmer—plain Joe Palmer, as he 
is known all along the river front— sat in 
his shancy boat at the foot of Quincy street, 
Bazing out upon the water, 

He saw a woman of pleasant face and 
fashiona»le dress emerge from behind a 
String ol cars on the levee, two blocks dis- 
tant. 

The woman walked slowly to a long pile 
of cinders on the river’s edge, a short dis- 
tance from where Palmer sat watching. 
She seated herself upon the cinders. -Sne 
removed her tastily trimmed bonnet and 
laid it by her side. With as much precision 
as though she had been before a mirror, 
in her own dressing room, she arranged her 
hair. Rising, she looked about for several 
minutes. 

The stylish appearance of the woman 
was in such striking contrast with the gen- 
eral surroundings of the territory she had 
invaded that plain Joe Palmer was los® 
in bewilderment. He wondered what it all 
meant. 

Suddenly the woman waved her arms 
frantically, uttered one agonizing cry and 
leaped into the murky current. 

Palmer was awe-stricken. He 
motionless by some strange spell. 

There was:a wild floundering in the water 
and Palmer saw only a ripple to mark the 
spot where the body went down. 

He cast off the spell that held him fast. 
One great bound, and the hero was in the 
river, swimming as only ‘a riverman can 
swim, to save the drowning woman.

The other held tightly 
the revolver and pressed it to the doctor's 
face. With the alertness of the insane Cock- 
reil had taken advantage of the moment 
when the doctur’s eyes were off him. 
Cockrell had the etrength of two men. 
Hiis fron grasp nearly choked the doctor, 
when, by a clever move, the latter succeed- 
ed in grasping the insane man’s throat. 
There is a way known to physicians of 
subduing a frantic person by pressing on 
the jugular vein. This was what Dr. Hul- 
bert was trying to do. But the patient 
would tear away from his graep.

It was to be a struggle 
of strength., In a few minutes more the 
insane man seemed to be growing weak. 
tie was placed in bed, but he would not per- 
mit an examination, A shot had been fired, 
but he would not say whether he was in- 
jured, It was nearly an hour after’ the 
struegle began, and Dr. Hulbert gave up 
for the night any further search for possi- 
ble injuries. 

Later the leaden ball was found lodged in 
the ce.ling of the room, 

No police arrived until after a telephone 
message was sent to Capt. Boyd of the 
Seventh District, to send an officer to guard 
the house. Officer Jim Haley was detailed 
to investigate. He remained at the house 
a short time and then gave place to a friend 
of the family. 

“It is necessary to keep a watch on the 
man,” said Dr. Hulbert. “This micfortune 
seems to be a complete mental derangement. 
Possibly Mr. Cockrell had been drinking. 
Hie has not been in the best of health lately. 
1 know that I was called and found hima 
raving maniac, He had shot off a revolver, 
und I was trying to ascertain Mhether he 
had injured himself. He would not have i°. 
and pounced tipon me. He tried to strangle 
me, and Itell you, that with his strength 
and a dangerous revolver in his hands. I 
felt as though something dreadful might 
happen.”

I expect to organize 
them in every county in the State, and I 
have no doubt that my success will be 
greater in the future than in the past. As 
I accumulate experience, I will be better 
prepared to do my work. 

‘“‘My method of organizing these soctietics 
is vercy practical. I go to the county seat 
of a county ahd begin immediately to go- 
licit membership. I always try to have 
my membership lists well filled before I 
make an effort to organize a society. I 
first go to the prominent people of the town 
and get their names. I then visit every 
voter of the town. I do not miss any of 
them. I do not care what thelr occupations 
may be, whether they are rich or poor. Of 
course every one whom I see does not be- 
come a: member, but I always get the 
names of the majority of those with whom 
I talk. 

“The membership fee is $1- ‘and the 
money collected in this way pays the ex- 
penses of the organization and buys enough 
literature to supply al] demands. 

“After the membership list has been as 
well filled as possible, a convention ts, called 
and the organization is effected. A presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer are elected, 
A vice-president is elected from every town- 
ship in the county. These vice-presidents 
are expected to send to the president every 
month reports of the condition of roads in 
their respective townships. The members 
of the society pledge themselves to demand 
good roads legislation from their represen- 
tative. They also agreé to request the 
County Court to devote one hour of every 
session to a discussion of the condition of 
the public roada, 

“The purpose of all this Is to arouse en- 
thugiasm for good roads among the mem- 
bers of the society by showing them that 
they have a personal interest in the Ynove- 
ment. When the enthusiasm reachés the 
proper stage, the legislation will be forth- 
ccming.

The formal occupation of the new City 
Hall by all of the municipal officials, which 
takes place at noon to-morrow, marks a 
sorrowful milestone in the progress and 
metropolitan greatness of St. Louis. 

It is the goal for which the city fathers 
have atriven during many years, and, in- 
complete though it is, ft 1s cause for sel‘, 
congratulation that they have been enabiea 
to reach it this early through the troubles 
that have beset its construction, 

It is a magnificent building in appearance, 
but will stand as a monument to incapacity. 

For nine years the new City Hail haa 
taken precedence in local issues, for the de- 
mands of the city for a building commren- 
Ssurate with its increasing growth in popu- 
lation, wealth and al) the factors that gv 
to make a city great, were imperative, 

men who planned the building had 
broad ideas as {to space, and the selection 
of Washington Square for the location was 
thoughtful, not so much for commanding 
osition as for the amplitude it would give 
or such a atructure. And this structure, 
in so far as “delightful dimensions” are in-

The ordinance which authorized the erec- 
tion of the City Hall became effective 
April 4, 1889, and was signed by George W. 
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relinquished that office to enter upon the 
duties of Governor of Missouri. he cost 
of the building was estimated at $1,000,000. 
Actual work on the building did not com. 
mence until July 3, 1890, when the corner 
stone was lald by Mayor Edward A. Noonan. 
The ordinance authorizing the building also 
created what was to be known as the City 
Hall Commission, to consist of the Mayor, 
President of the Board of Public Improve. 
ments, Comptroller, President of the City 
Council, Speaker of the House of Delegates 
and Commisgioner of Public Buildings. A 
premium of $5000 was offered for the 
architect who would submit the most ac- 
ceptable plan for the building, and it was 
earnestly contended for by architects from 
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to be designated by number or name. 
Sidel, Guissart & Ginder’s ‘Pro Patria 
was given first place by Prof. Ware of 
New York. he having been called Ip as 4n 
expert, but for some reason, never yet 
explained, Sidel, Guissart & Ginder were 
ignored by the City Hall Commission, and 
“St. Louis, 1892," submitted by Eckel & 
Mann of St. Joseph, substituted and award- 
ed the $5000 premium. This firm was also 
selected as architects of the structure. 

Mr. Mann's troubles began early and they 
never ceased until a few months ago, 80 
far as the new City Hall was concerned, 
when te was paid $6000 to release his clans 
for services to the city. For three or four 
years the work went on by jerks and turns. 

he appropriations gave out, scandalg arose 
and ugly rumors filled the air about how 
vast sums of the people's money had been 
and were being squandered by politicians 
who regarded the City Hall funds as a 
prolific source of boodle. Jealousy and po- 
itical greed and hate began to figure in 
the hall’s construction, even before Hill & 
O'Meara had made its foundations. At last 
rumors of corruption became so rife that 
an investigation was ordered by a joint 
committee of six from the two houses of 
the Municipal Assembly. This committes 
conducted its investigations behind closed 
doors, and after six months of crimination 
and recrimination {t was finally concluded 
that In order to save everybody involved 
froen jail, it would be best to give them a 
nice, clean whitewash, declare everybody 
intensely honest; that every cent of the 
money had been honestly spent, and if the 
carping taxpayers would only be patient St. 
Louls would eventually have the finest and 
best City Hall In the United States. 

All the same, nearly $1,000,000 had been 
eaten up, work was virtually stopped on the 
hall and only the walls were up and the 
roof put on Work was practically sus- 
pended for nearly a year.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL. 
ADVICE TO WORKING GIRLS. 


BY A TRAINED NURSE. 


F there is anyone who needs health and 

P | strength more than another it is the 

girl who has not-only her own living 

to make but that of others. It is such in

The first thing to consider is freedom 
of the muscles. This cannot be had if they 
are restricted in the least degree. If those 
ef the arm were bandaged as tightly as 
eas the corset binds the waist, they would 
become useless. This is just what happens 
to the muscles of the «aist. The girl whe 
wears a corset wii] never admit that It is 
tight, but she will confess that she feels 
like she is faljing to pieces if she takes it 
off. There is no better proof that the mus- 
cles have become weak and useless, instead 
of being able to do their legitimate work 
of supporting the trunk. 

Aside from this the whole digestive ap- 
paratus is pushed out of place, and held 
go tightly that it cannot do its work prop- 
erly. There are many cases on record 
where the liver has been squeezed so tight- 
ly that the lower lobe was nearly severd 
from the upper. The Chinese retalfate. 
when expostulated with for their barbar- 
ous custom of foot-binding, by saying that 
we arn worse than they for we squeeze 
God's life. Then are we so much better 
as cto foot binding? Tight shoes, shaped 
less like the human foot than the Chinese 
sandal, are seen daily. The result is every 
kind of deformity, and a mincing gait that 
is far from graceful. The circulation is 
also disturbed; the blood, which should 
be in the feet’ to keep them warm is some- 
where else doing harm. 

I have given a few of the results of tight 
clothing and will suggest how the change 
can be made without altering the looks. 
This can be done and with less expense 
than when wearing a corset. If one is stout 
there is even greater need to remove the 
pressure. There are numerous contrivances 
for supporting the bust. If the reader 
cannot get one of these, buy some drilling 
and cut it by a basque pattern, which fits 
well, having buttons and buttonholes in- 
stead of steels. Sew sufficient buttons on 
thé seams so the dress skirt will not sag, 
and will be high enough in the back for the 
front. Work buttonholes in the bands to 
match these buttons. By putting small 
equares of drilling crossway of the goods, 
inside the band. where the buttonhole is 
to be worked, torn out buttonholes will be 
avoided. A row of buttons below for the 
underskirt is necessary. If thin, a waist 
like this is all that is needed, with a full- 
mess set on the outside, in which the hair- 
cloth forms may be placed. 

The flannel petticoat is another nuisance. 
An extra pair.of under-drawers is warmer, 
does not cling to the limbs in walking; is 
more easily washed, is cheaper, in fact is 


more satisfactory in every way. The eques- 


trian tights may be worn over these in very 


cold weather when out of doors, unless one, 


is warm enough without them. These gar- 
ments cover the ankles, which need more 
than they get. One skirt of wash material, 
that takes starch well, is sufficient. If ex- 
tra fuliness is wanted, ruffles may be added 
“go sult the wearer. Sack skirts are fresh 
and clean every week, and do not hold dust 
like unwashable goods, For extra silk or 
white gcods may be worn. This should also 
be fastened to the waist as a tight band is 
as injurious as the corset. 

The garment worn next the skin is a 
gourcs of trouble in many ways. Heavy 
woolen underwear makes the skin tender, 
thus rendering one more liable to cold. The 
pores ca inot open and close rapidly, so as to 
keep the body of the same temperature, 
even when exposed to extremes of heat and 
cold. They are no more equal to this task 
than the muscles of the waist are to support 
the trunk after they have become weakened 
by the corset. Heavy cotton fleeced-lined 
ones are ample protection in the coldest 
weather in this climate, unless one is so 
weakened by disease that sufficient heat 
cannot be manufactured. Union suits are 
the best; but if these are not liked, then 
button the drawers to the underwaist, and 
cut off the lower part of the vest a little 
below the waist. This prevents overheating 
that part of the body. 

The clothing should be loose anough to 
allow one to take a full breath and hang 
from the shoulders. After once experiencing 
the comfort and freedom of proper clothing 
mothing could tempt the wearer to torture 
ber body again. 

{f you should put the dress of thé ordinary 
woman upon a laboring man how long to 


you suppose he would stand his work? No 
wonder we have so many invalid women, 
if the doctors were as eager to teach them 
how to'keep well as they are to pocket the 
fees after they are sick their condition 
would not be so deplorable. 

In this article only a few hints on diet can 
be given; simply enough to enable those in 
ordinary health to avoid sickness. But the 
treatment for the sick is too extensive a 
subject to take up at present. It requires 
knowledge and skill to treat the sick by 
hygienic measures, and I can only refer the 
reader to those who employ such methods. 
Diet is the most important factor in the 
preservation of health, and also the most 
dificult to manage. There are very few 
who understand that we generate disease 
in our bodies by eating food that cannot 
be made into healthy tissue; and if not 
healthy it must, of course, be diseased. 
Whatever the nature of the disease it all 
comes from bad blood, and of what is the 
blood made but food, drink and air? If we 
keep the blood pure, we do not furnish 
soil for contagious diseases. Such germs 
cannot thrive in good blood any more than 
seeds will grow without the proper soil. 
ft-has been thoroughly demonstrated that 
the only way to purify the blood is to stop 
putting impurities into it, and nature will 
do the rest. This includes every form of 
poisonous or irritating substance, such as 
drugs, pepper, mustard, vinegar, spices, 
coffee, tea, cocoa, etc. -_Nor must we forget 
that worry and anger produce poisons as 
injurious as any of these. 

Bread 1s called “the staff of life.” This 
term is incorrect, for the bread that is 
commonly used is robbed of its most nutri- 
tious constituents. A grain of wheat con- 
tains 15 elements, only three of which ap- 
pear in white flour. The salts, phosphates 
and most of the gluten, the bone, nerve 
and muscle-building materials, are removed. 
We feed that which is needed by our bodies 
to the cow.. No wonder she gives us rich 
milk! Besides the lack in nourishing qual- 
ities. white flour is intensely constipating. 
To make it worse, the cook adds grease (al- 
so indigestible), and then sweetens to give 
it flavor. Bread made from graham (not 
that which is a mixture of coarse bran and 
white flour, but the whole grain ground 
with nothing removed,) is wholesome. The 
whole wheat flour is also sweet and good, 

Any one who is able to make good 
white bread can make the graham by 
using- the white sponge, this so thin that 
it will just pour from the spoon, not drop. 
Have enough so that no water will be 
needed to make the desired amount; then 
stir in graham or whole wheat flour uatil 
a dough is. formed stiff enough to handle, 
but not too stiff, as it would be dry and 
harsh. , 

After one has recovered from the effects 
of stimulating substances he will enjoy the 
rich flavor of nature’s seasoning. 

A dog fed only on white bread will dle 
rin 40 days, but if fed on bread that is made 
from flour of the entire wheat, with water 
to drink, he will live out his full time and 
be healthy. 

To supply the elements that are wanting 
in white bread, meat is used; and In this 
way we get nutrition at second hand, with 
the addition of poisonous waste material. 
The ox or the hog eats the grain, and we 
eat him, 

If the animals were always in perfect 
health, the danger would not be so great; 
but very few are free from disease, and that 
often the worst kind, as consumption, or 
tuberculosis. One pound of grain fur- 
nishes three times as much nutrition as a 
pound of meat, and costs much less. Most 
people use more swine’s flesh than any 
other; though a more loathsome article of 
diet can scarcely be conceived. The hog 
wallows in filth, and eats filth. Like fles, 
hogs.are scavengers. They were made for 
such; and in this respect they are of ser- 
vice. As things are at present, we have 
made the hog our worst enemy; he is the 
innocent cause of consumption and cancer. 

At the back of his foot is an opening from 
which the foul corruption passes; and if this 
becomes closed, the animal] dies. Beef, mut- 
ton or any meat that lies in cold storage 
or elsewhere to make it tender, is not a 
great improvement. If kept much below 
the freezing point the process of decay goes 
on till the emeat is tainted and has a bad 
odor. If one must eat meat, wild game is 
freer from disease. Chickens, ducks and 
geese are scavengers; if eaten they should 
always be drawn as soon as killed.

Great Things Done 
in the Old City Hall. 


It has taken St. Louis nearly a century 
of corporate existence to secure a home for 
its municipal officers that did not cause 
its citizens to blush when asked by stran- 
gers to be shown the Mayor’s office. 

For whole decades of that time the city 
|had no building of its own fit to house its 
'officials and commodious enough for the 
transaction of public business. It had to 
rent them, and as a consequence depart- 
ments of the government were located 
blocks from each other. 

From 1809, when the city was incorpo- 
rated, to 1823, the city was governed by a 
' Board of Trustees, three in number, Pierre 
| Chouteau was the ruling force for many 
| of those. earlier years in the town board, 
/and the first election for trustees was held 
at his house, on a Sunday, and so were 
| several other subsequent elections, It was 
a pretty good government, so history says, 
| that the Chouteau triumvirate gave the 
| sparsely settled town that straggled along 
_the river front, and little did they dream 
‘that it was destined before the end of the 
‘century to become the metropolis of the 
| Mississippi Valley. 

The old Courthouse, 
had, was built in 1774 and stood on the 
northwest corner of Third and Plum 
streets. It was torn down in 1875. It was 
in a room of this quaint old building that 
the town’s public business was transacted 
for probably a quarter oOf:a century. 

It was in the old Courthouse that Dr, 
William Carr Lane, first Mayor of St. Louis, 
was inaugurated, in March, 1823. Lane de- 
feated Pierre Chouteau for the mayoralty, 
receiving 122 votes to 70 for Chouteau. 

The Mayor was elected every year in 
those days, and Dr. Lane must have been 
a very wee oe gd officer and clever poli- 
tician, for we find him holding the mayoral- 
ty until 1828, when he seems to have lost 
his hold on the popular will for a period of 
ten years, or voluntarily retired from pol- 
itics; but in 1888 he came to the front again 
as chief executive of the city.

It then secured quarters on the Fourth 
street side for the Mayor, Register Comp- 
trolier and one or two other officers and 
remained there until 1873. The Courthouse 
was the property of St. Louis County and 
the city had to pay heavy rent for its 
domicile, amounting in the latter years of 
its stay there to $54,000 a year. This was

He was several times a mill- 
ionaire, had been elected on a platform 
that meant to push St. Lou's to the front 
as one of the leading cities of the West, 
—, he vigorously addressed himself to the 
task. 

In 1872 the City Council passed an ordi- 
nance appropriating $2,000,000 for a new 
City Hall, and the authorities were to issue 
bonds to that amount. But Mayor Brown 
vetoed the bill, on the ground that the 
city needed better streets more than it 
did a new hall. At the same time he deter- 
mined that the city should cease to pay 
such high rent for quarters, and set the 
machinery in motion to build a temporary 
hall. The city owned the ground on which 
is located the present old City Hall, and it 
had long been used as a one-story tobacco 
warehouse. All of that was cleared away 
and the new building commenced. It was 
never lutended to be the city’s permanent 
quarters, and no effort was made at archi- 
tectural design. It was to be on the style 
of a mammoth warehouse, three stories 
high, cut up into apartments for branches 
of the city government, and such ‘t fs, fill- 
ing not well but sufficiently the city’s pur- | 
poses within its rough brick walls, that 
reach from Market to Chestnut streets, 
along Eleventh, half way the block west. 

Orders were given the contractors that! 
the building must be rushed to completion, 
but to the chagrin of Mayor Brown, when. 
it had progressed two stories, the con- | 
tractors failed and went into bankruptcy. 
The building was to cost $74,000, and that 
amount had been consumed. Undaunted 
bv such a backset. Mayor Brown took hold 
of affairs, and under h’s direction the build- 
ing was completed a few months later. Its 
total cost was about $104,009.

THE DEAN OF CANTERBURY.

“Who Shall Roll Us Away the Stone From the Coor of the Sepulcher?”’’—Mark xvi., 3. 


O asked those poor Galilean women—the wives of peas- 

S ants, the woman who had been a sinner and a demoniac, 
the humble friends of their crucified Lord as through 
the dewy gloom of that spring dawn, more than 1870 years 
ago, they groped their way on that first Easter morning to 
the garden tomb. They were carrying their spices for the 
corpse. It was the last self-sacrifice of a despairing love. 
Jesus, their Lord, their Saviour, their all-in-all, had been 
crucified. They hadspent the mst desolate Sabbath that 
ever was—and Christ was dead! No more (so they thought) 
no more for them the light of his countenance, the touch of 
His healing hands, the inspiration of His example, the con- 
solation of His gracious words, They were going to seek a 
dead Christ, and with Him all their 
dead, plucked up by the roots. A stone blocked up the door 
of the sepulcher where lay the dead; a heavier stone lay on 
their own crushed hearts as they slowly sped through the 
darkness of that unrisen morrow and sighed forth the de- 
spairing whisper, ‘‘Who shall roll away the stone from the 
door of the sepulcher?”’ Yes, they sought a dead Christ, and 
nothing more. Though He had told them that He should 
rise again they were too familiar with death’s unbroken si- 
lence and unutterable darkness to dream of a Christ who 
should rise and be ative forevermore. Had they not seen Him 
hanging dead upon the cross, the limbs telaxed, the body 
cold, the head drooping on His shoulder with its crown of 
thorns, the spear gash in His side? How could they believe 
that He was living, even on that desolate Sabbath, when His 
in the tomb? How ‘could they grasp the truth, 
scended into’ hades; that He had gone {to 
preach to the spirits in prison; that His footsteps were to 
illuminate forever the valley of the shadow, and that, shat- 
tering at a touch the gates of brass and smiting the bars of 
iron in sunder, He had but gone to release death’s prisoners, 
and leading His captivity captive to sweep heavenward, His 
chariot wheels thronged with the innumerable multitudes of 
the redeemed? Ah! how often we know it not! How often 

God seems most far away, even while dramas of unimagin- 
able mercy are being enacted behind the veil—the veil so im- 
pen@trably opaque to guilt and disbelief, so transparent to 
the @ye of faith! 

And then up sprang upon them the sun, the Easter sun, the 
burning sun of a Syrian spring! In gne moment the earth 
was bathed in gold. The rose of Sharon and the lily of the 
valley flushed to life and breathed with perfume, and the 
light made many colored diamonds of their million dew- 
drops. The breeze whispered in music of the dawn and the 
world awoke, and lo! they found the stone rolled away, with- 
out their poor aid, from the door of the sepulcher and angels 
in it; and the garden glimmered with angel presences and 
was vocal with angel words, and on the tomb of their own 
dark hearts also rose the sun of righteousness with healing 
in its wings. Yeu, the sun of righteousness, for at last Christ 
Himself appeared to Mary. Then was their anguish scattered 
like a morning cloud, and thereafter the whole world learned 
to echo the enraptured “‘Rabboni!’’ ‘‘My Master!” of the 
Magdalené, and the “My Lord and My God” of doubting 
Thomas. On that morning there paSsed into the hearts of 
the disciples a thrill of rapture, an electric Mash of hope, 
which since then has never ceased to gleam and to vibrate 
The hush of speechless stupefaction, 
broken only by sobs and groans, which had followed the aw- 
ful tragedy of Golgotha was now broken, first by stray 
chords, which-sounded like the tuning of angel harps and

umphant, tumultuous acclaim. What did it mean? It meant 
that they and we and all mankind were to have not a mem- 
ory only, but a presence; not a dead ChriSt, but a living 
Christ: not an absent Christ, but a more closely present 
Christ: not a blighted expectation, but a boundless fruition; 
not a helpless and humiliated sufferer in the hour and power 
of darkness, but Jesus the mediator ofi the New Covenant, 
the Holy One of God, the God-man, the King eternal, immor- 
tal, invisible, with the rainbow, in sight like unto an emer- 
ald. shining forever over his crown of seven stars. “‘Why 
seek ye the living among the dead?’ So asked the angels. 
“He is not here: He is risen, as He said.’’ “Cling not to 
Me,” He said to Mary, “for now my physical presence is to 
be changed for one nearer and more glorious, even that spir- 
itual presenee—wherewith I shall be with you always, even 
to the end of the world.” “I am the living one and I be- 
came dead, and behold I am alive forevermore,.”” So he spake 
in the Apocalypse to His servant John. ‘Lo, I am with you 
always, even to the end of the world.” So he promised to all 
His Apostles, and through them to all His people, before He 

was taken from them into Heaven. This is the full meaning 
of these good tidings to us and to all mankind of a Saviour 
which is Christ the Lord. They were announced at the first 
Christmas; they were consummated at the first Easter, Reg- 
navit a ligno—He reigned from‘the accursed tree. The cross, 
the Lord of Glory was for our sakes perfected in 
suffering, was but a tree of life; the death was but the birth- 
throe of an infinite and eternal redemption; the earliest 
thrill of a living regenerative influence, which shall not 
cease until evil has been forever vanquished, and the king- 
doms of this world have become at last the kingdoms of our 


Lord and of His Christ. 

The stone was _rolled away, but alas! for how many has 
that fatal stone been rolled back again to the door of the 
sepulcher and back upon the human heart. Because we are 
weak and sinful and faithless; because want and woe are 
everywhere; because deserved punishment still dogs Iinevit- 
ably the heels of crime; because soul after soul forfeits the 
Eden ef its innocence, is driven from the presence of God 
and sees the avenging gleam of the cherubim, with their 
sword of flame; because earth Is still What earth is and man 
still what man is, how often are our feelings more like those 
of the dejected disciples, as they watched from afar the 
shame of that cross on Golgdtha, than like those of the 
women when they saw the ange Is in the garden, or those of 
the Apostles, when, with an unimaginable ecstacy, they 
clasp inseparable hands in joy and bliss and said, “The Lord 
is risen indeed and hath, appeared unto Simon.” Often and 

often we seem comp elle#@to sigh helplessly as they did, ‘Who 
chall roll us away the stone from the door of the sepulcher?” 
It seems as if it still lay there—cold, heavy, immovable above 
the dead—and nothing but prayer and self-abasement can 
then restore the living Christ who seems so dead to us, the 
near Christ who seems 80 far away. How many have cast 
away their faith, have lost altogether the living Christ! To 
tiem He has become nothing but a beautiful story, and a 
a handful of c rumbling dust. And so one has confessed in 


touching words: 


That gractous child, that thorn-crowned Man, 
He lived while we believed, 

Now he is dead! Far hence be lies 
In that lorn Syrian town, 

And on his grave with shining eyes 
The Syri.n atars look down. 


To all these the voice of Easter says, year after year, for- 
ever, ‘Be not faithless but believing.”’ Oh, whg! even in face 
of this constant miracle of spring, of the risen flowers, whose 
tender feebleness, taking into themselves the immeasurable 
forces of nature, have triumphed over their wintry grave— 
why should it seem impossible to any that God should raise 
the dead? Is it more strange that God, to save the world 
which he has made, should not have left Christ’s soul in 
hades, nor suffered His Holy One to see corruption, than It is 
that the tiniest bubble of air, were it overwhelmed in the 
Erebus of waters, under the lowest ocean depths, will yet rise 
by its own hidden law, rise inevitably, irresistibly-—rise be- 
cause air cannot be holden of the waters—rise to join its own 
upper air? Was that divine soul of Jesus, the breath of God, 
the divinae particula aurae, less potent against mere death 
than the tiny air bubble against the infinite ocean? And ts 
any man able to believe that all the m

Church of God, and all the beauty of spiritual holiness in the 
lives of good men and women, ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand, and thousands of thousands, were wrought only, as 
sceptics would have us believe, by the force of a feeble Gali- 
lean fraud—half He, half hallucination—adopted by a handful 
of unlearned and ignorant fishermen, fresh from their boats 
and with their clothes wringing wet? 


The pillared firmament is rottenness, 
And earth’s base built on stubble. 


Oh, roll away that stone, thou risen Savior! Roll it away 
from the sepulchers of the doubting hearts of men! If we be- 
lieve in God at all, let us accept the witness of all history to 
the resurrection, for history is but “a civil theology of the 
Divine Providence!” 

Get the start of the majestic world 
And bear the palm alone? 

Is our conception of God’s moral government so abject as to 
persuade us that the secret spring of this strength of irresist!- 
bie weakness was a hysteric. vision or a fraudulent inven- 
tion? No; but it was “‘the power of Christ’s resurrection.” 
W hat was it that crumbled into dust the religion, the might, 
the grandeur of the old paganism? What was it which 
changed the thunderbolts of the Capitoline Jupiter into the 
Keys of St. Peter, and forced the dreadful Pallas Athene of 
the Acropolis to yield her Parthenon to the humble Virgin of 
Nazareth? A lie? No; but it was “the power of His resur- 
rection.””’ What was it which won to order and obedience the 
wild hordes of Northern barbarians, making them lay aside 
their savage ferocity to accept the White Christ, the Prince 
of Peace, and so turning an effete civilization into a new 
Christendom? What is it which to this day smoothes the 
child’s dying pillow, and fires the soldier’s courage, and steels 
the martyr’s soul, and at the same time enables men in a 
weary world to sleep “in that chamber which opens toward 
the sunrising and which is called Peace,” assured that their 
faces, however darkened now, shall soon be golden with 
the glow of the dayspring from on high? What was it which 
sustained alike and in equal blessedness St. Rose, the young- 
est of the saints, and St. Philip Neri, one of the most aged? 
What was it which came like ‘‘a moist, whistling wind’ amid 
the fires of martyrdom to the old man Polycarp at 8, and 
like a gleam of heaven to the young boy Pancras at 14, when 
the axe fell upon his neck? Was it a foolish-fraud? iNo; but 
the divine power, the invisible power 
of Christ’s resurrection, whereby also, ; 


When our last feeble breath 
Shall rend the veil in twain, 

By death we shall escape from death 
‘And iife immortal gain! 


But there {s a stronger evidence for the resurrection of 
Christ than even the witness of history. That “power of 
Christ’s resurrection’? which so absolutely subjugated both 
the world of civilization and the world of barbarism was 
manifested by a proof still more signal. It is dally evidenced 
by the far more supernatural resurrection of miNions of hu- 
man souls from a deeper death to a life yet mere glorious— 
from the death of sin to the life of righteousness. The resur- 
rection of Christ was divinely attested by the revelation of a 
new ideal, and the power granted by His promised spirit, 
even to the weakest and humblest, of attaining toit. It was 
attested by that purity and holiness which the risen Christ 
inspired and could alone sustain. In one brief, unanswerable 
challenge Tertullian, in the second century, proved to the 
heathen the truth of Christianity when he dared to say be- 
cause it was true, “Nos soli innocentes sumus.” It was that 
new innocence which evinced the mortal and spiritual vic- 
tory of the Gospel and convinced the world Christ had risen, 
because they also, who loved Him, had visibly.passed from 
death to life, from being dead in trespasses and sins to holi- 
ness and immortality. In the old world a holy life, a pure 
life, as judged by the Christian standard was almost un- 
known. From all the annals of antiquity we could scarce 
choose five names of men whose lives came up In any sense 
to that angel measurement or wi: ajked in that air of glory; 
but in the Christian world there is ‘not a village, not a ham- 
let, scarcely even a house, among those who name the name 
of Christ, in which some man or woman—dear saints of God 
--is not walking with the risen Christ in newness of life. 
Have you been so hopelessly unfortunate as never to have 
known them? Among all the ignoble, the indolent, the In- 
carnately selfish, among all the hunger, thirst, fevers and 
appetites, among the base faces, the bodies wanting souls, 
have you ever seen on human countenance, and not in dreams, 
the force of manliness, the bloom of modesty, the glow of 
sympathy? Have you walked along life’s dusty or miry path, 
among the molehills of sham and semblance, of vulgarity and 
selfishness, of effeminate religionism and artificial convention, 
and have you seen no sunlit eminence of pure and lofty man- 
hood? Among the scrub and thistles, the starved brambles 
end jagged bents, have you never been able to look up to some 
cedar of Lebanon with the purple bloom on its glorious 
boughs? If you have never seen them, I pity you; if you have, 
you have seen ‘‘the power of Christ’s resurrection,” you have 
seen true living men among the masks and phantoms and 
the gibbering ghosts. A dead oran absent Christ would have 
as little saved the world as a dead Socrates, The hopes of 
humanity could never rest on a sealed sepulchre or a hand- 
ful of gray ashes in some smouldering urn. But when, 
bursting from the tomb, Christ manifested Himself as the 
Lord of Glory and of Life the world took note of His disciples 
that they had been with Jesus. Mankind was conquered by 
the sanctifying faith of those whose eyes even at the stake 
shone with heaven's own light, and who even on racks and 
in dungeons rejoicei with joy unspeakable because they had 
seen His face and His name was written on their fore- 
heads. 

And when we thus belleve tn Christ’s resurrection and fee] 
{is miraculous force in our own resurrection from the death 
of sin to the life of righteousness, what a flood of glory is 
poured on the sad phenomena of death and the Intolerable in- 
dignity of dust to dust with which we are all so famillar! 
©, the tears we drop on dead faces! O, the sound ae of ever- 
lasting farewells! O, what turning away, in the anguish of 
helpless bereavement, from the open grave and from the cof- 
fin on which the wreaths have already begun to fade! 


Oh, the sobbing of the winds of autumn! 
Py the sunset streak of stormy gold! 
the poor heart, thinking, In the <> | mamta 
Night ts coming and the grave {a cold 
How many, how many can I recall in the past of the play- 
mates, the companions, the dear, familiar faces, who have be- 
come dust and ashes! The little fair-haired boy, so bright, 
so beloved, who was as sunlight in his home; the “good white- 
head whom all men knew,"’ of him who, crowned with life's 
highest honors, never forgot his meek humility; the young 
man in the first joy of his wedded happiness; the sailor lad, 
with his frank ways and his dark-blue eye; the young mother, 
fading away amid her little ones. All flesh {[s grass, and 
the glory of man as the flower of the grass! The grass with- 
ereth, the flower fadeth. 
I have seen the stripling die. 
And the strong man meet bis fate. 
Where the mountain winds go sounding by 
In the Ronces valley strait; 
There is many a fair young face 
Which the war ateed bath gone o'er, 
At many a board there is left a mop 
For those who shall come no mi 
Yes, amid the “quotidian ague”’ of life's “frivolities the de-

Former Convicts Bless This Pastor of the Opem's 
Door Mission. 4 


RS. lL. B. HATNDS jis pastor of the 

Open Door Mission at 1626 Franklin 

avenue. She is devoting her life 

to the reformation of men in penitentiaries. 

One of her ideals is to establish a great 

mission where erring men may be given an 
opportunity to start life anew. 

Every effort she makes is put forth in 
behalf of fallen humanity. She married 
that she might be better’ able to prosecute 
this work. 

She is devoting her efforts now to the 
prisoners in the Southern Hlinois Peniten- 
tiary at Chester. 

At the mission of which she is pastor she 
holds services every night, assisted by her 
husband, except at such times as she is 
absent from the city. 

Mrs. Haines was born tn St. Louls some- 
thing more than 30 years ago. At an early 
age she was married to A. K. Veatch. Only 
a few months ago she was married to Mr. 
Haines, who its also interested in mission 
work. 

The first thing you notice about Mrs. 
Haines is her voice. It is “soft and low— 
an excellent thing in woman,” and well 
calculated to turn a sinner from the error 
of his way. 

It is sympathetic—even pleading, at times 
—and by many is considered her_ principal 
charm. 

Yet her large brown eyes, fringed by 
long lashes and shaded by straight, deli- 
cate brows, are not to be disregarded, 

Above them is a broad, well-shaped fore- 
head, from which her hair, black and fine, 
is brushed straight back. 

Her nose is not more than ordinarily 
prominent, but her chin attracts attention 
at once. It is not obtrusive, yet it Is suffi- 
ciently long and square to impress one with 
the idea that the owner is a determined 
person, with a distinct object in life and a 
sufficient amount of perseverance to carry 
it out successfully. 

And this impression is strengthened by 
the appearance of her graceful but dignified 
figure of 5 feet 4 inches. 

She usually wears a close-fitting taflor 
made gown of gray cloth, and this, with 
her erect carriage, gives her an appearance 
of additional dignity and stature. Alto- 
gether she would be a compnanaing figure 
in any assembly, . 

Mrs. Haines said: 

“Through my own experiences I had seen 
the consequences of sin, became converted, 
joined the Baptist Church and was bap- 
tized. After that step I felt the call of God 
to devote my life to the uplifting of human- 
ity. Just what form this work should take 
was not revealed, but I decided on mission 
work and have been engaged in it ever 
since. 

“My duties in that line caused me ‘to 
visit the penitentiary at Chester, IN. 

“T found this great field almost neglected. 
I heeded the Master’s injunction, ‘Go ye 
into the byways and hedges,’ and decided 
to make a specialty of this work. 

“The results have more than repaid my 
efforts. 

‘It is no uncommon thing while holding 
services inside of prison walls to see hun- 
dreds of hardened men weep, and when 
asking for a response from those who de& 
sire to lead better lives, to see hundreds 
of hands raised as a request for prayer. 

‘‘What the convict needs to-day, I belleve, 
is the influence of charity and the touch of 
a loving hand. I feel with the poet: 


** ‘Down in the human heart, 
Crushed by the tempter, 

Feelings lie buried that grace can restore, 
Touched by a loving heart, 
Wakened by kindness, 

Chords that were broken may vibrate once more.’ 


“My recent marriage to Mr. Haines was 
contracted not only through affection, but 
because I felt it would be helpful to me to 
have somebody who.was equally interested 
in my work to assist me. 

“We became acquainted In the course of 
our work among prisoners and agreed that 
after marriage we would continue our 
labors with redoubled zeal 

“Mr. Haines sings well and ie also a good 
talker, and most of our work is now done 
together. 

‘We endeavor to furnish entertamment 
and instruction for the prisoners by 4's- 
tributing books and papers of all kinds 
among them, and we took more than 100 
with us on our last visit to Chester. 

‘T have found that my experience as a 
married woman gives me more privileges 
and is a material aid to my work. 

“I go to Chester every two weeks, I 
leave St. Louls Friday night, which puts 
me there In plenty of time to begin work 
Faturday morning. 

“The first thing I do is to visit the South- 
ern Penitentiary Hoespttal, where I hold a 
song service and conduct religions exer- 
cises, which usually consist of prayer ani 
a short sermon. 

“This programme occupies my time from 
9 until 11 o'clock iu the morning. 

“A pathetic scene was enacted during my 
last visit to Chester. Two of the prisoners 
were dying. By the bedside of one of them 
sat his sister. By a rare circumstance, her 
husband, also a prisoner, was in the hos- 
pital. 

“He was permitted to join his wife and 
her brother. While Mr. Haines and I sang 
‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’ the hearts of 
the mourners were rent with anguish, and 
the soul of the dying convict went forth, I 
hope, in peace. 

“At 9 o'clock Sunday morning I go to the 
penitentiary and commence work in the 
chapel. I play a@ march and al the prison- 
ers who care to attend--and they are in the 
majority—file in in regular order 

‘The meeting is opened with prayer, and 
after that we sing four hymne. Then I 
deliver my sermon, 

“Dinner is served to the 900 prisoners at 
ll o'clock. 

“The entire afternoon untill 6 o'clock we 


“My greatest sorrow, every time I leave, 
is that I am not able to talk with more 
than 200 of them during any one visit. Te 
do more would be physically impossible, 

“We have a choir of 3% members and an 
orchestra of eight—all prisoners, remember 
—and {t is both surprising and gratifying te 
eee the pleasure these men take in music. 

“My favorite hymn its: ‘I Will Sing the 
Wondrous Story,’ and they always make it 
a@ point to sing that first, because they know 
it pleases me, 

“In all of my experience I have never 
met with a rebuff, and I have never found 
difficulty in persuading even the surifest 
and most hardened to Hsten to me, what- 
ever the effect of our conversation may 
have been. 

“During my last visit to Chester @ con- 
victs who had been converted were baptized, 
They are not invited to join any particular 
church. 
they are free to follow their own inclina- 
tions as soon as they are liberated, 

“The pleasantest experience I believe I 
ever had took plac several months ago. 

“A most defiant and unruly prisoner, who 
had been confined ten years for embezsie- 
ment, had been touched by what, to me, wag 
@ simple act, and yet which to him wag the 
turning point of hia life, 

“He had been shut in the dungeon—a come 
mon experience with him—for some infrac- 
tion of the prison rules, and his heart 
seemed hardened against everybody, 

“‘When she was released he found a small 
package lying on the floor of his cell. 

“He opened it and discovered it te be 
a song book which I had left for him, 
with two hymns marked, ‘Let a Little Sun- 
shine In,’ and ‘Though Your Bins Be as 
Scarlet.’ 

“This little kindness seemed to touch a 
spot in his h which had been long neg- 
lected, and that moment he resolved, 
as he afterw told me, to obey the prison 
rules, cause more trouble and give 

heart to God. And, as far as I have 
occasion to observe, he has carried out 
resolution faithfully. 

“I encounter some cases so path 
they almost crush me when I think of the 
great responsibility I have upon me in try- 
ing to lead these poor men and women into 
better ways and to foster and encourage 
their new-born hopes and ambitions. 

“One old man sat In his cell the other 
morning reading a letter. It was from his 
daughter. 

“His eged head was bowed with shame 
and remorse. This child, the pride of his 
heart, had written to tell him that though 
the world scoffed at her, she believed him 
Suiltless, and that she would stand by him 
to the last, though mother, * brother, and 
friend might desert him. 

He handed me the letter to read. I finished 
it, handed !t back amd passed on. 

“I felt that his grief was too great for 
utterancé and too sacred for comment, 

“The picture of that poor old man, 
broken in health and spirits, standing 
there, leaning his gray head against the 
iron bars of his cell, with the tears stream- 
ing down his aged cheeks, will always re- 
main with me as the most pathetic of all 
my experiences. 

“I am frequently called to the bedside of 
a dying woman, who requests me, when 
her son's term is up, to meet him and give . 
him advice for the future, for she knows 
that she will be dead, and that I am the one 
most Ikely to take her place. 

“Buch ts one of the great responsibilities 
of my mission. 

“When men are turned loosé from the 
penitentiary their hearts are filled with ap- 
prehensions for the future. They belfeve — 
that the worldd looks upon them with fear 
and distrust, and that every man's hand ig 
againet them. . 

“They go from place to place seeking: 
employment, and when the question is 
asked, ‘Where did you work before?’ they 
must either reveal their past or tell a false- 
hood, 

“Many of them have no home and no 
friends. When a convict is discharged he 
has a sult of cheap clothes, a sult of rough 
underwear, a ticket to his destination and 
$10 In cash. 


“Bick at heart and discouraged after long 
imprisonment, he wanders around, homeless 
and friendiess, with nothing more friendly, 
perhaps, than a policeman’s stern ‘Move 
ont 

“Is it any wonder that 
turns to crime? 

“Now, we want to establish a home where 
convicts may come after being discharged; 
where they can obtain temporary employ- 
ment until they are able to establish a credit 
for beng sincere and deserving, 

“My idea is to get a building that will 
cost about $20,000. I want something com- 
modious, with good grounds attached,

“T began the work I am now doing among 
the children 10 years ago,” said she, ‘‘so you 
cee it is not a fad with me. As a matter 


to their parents without becoming drudges. 
For instance learning to wait on the door, 
or answer the bell, is really a game for the 
children. They all join hands and circle 
about the little one who, with bell in hand 
is learning to ‘wait on the door.’ The 
teacher plays the piano accompaniment 
while the class sings as in a game: 

And they go round and around and around 

As ther go round ence more, 
And this is the girl, the very little girl 
Who's learning to wait on the door. 

‘Then the littie student is taught to re- 
ceive the visitor politely, to show her to the 
parlor, and sometimes to carry a message 
to the supposititious one called for. In 


“The child who sings th's song when she 
goes about her work will not deface the 
wall paper or throw burned matches on the 
carpet. We teach them the use of paper. 
How it will keep the feet dry, and if spread 
on the bed is as warm as a comfort. If 
stretched over the windows in winter it 
will save the house plants from the frost. 
Then we show the future housekeepers how 
to fold paper napkins in the same shape 
and uniformity that such articles should 
be ironed, 

“You see we began all this work by get- 
ting a flat for our little school, It is in the 
Self Culture Hall at 1682 Carr street. We 
furnished it by degrees so that our pupils 
should know and appreciate what is needful 
in a home. We try to impress upon them 
than an article may be useful and beauti- 
ful at the same time. We try to teach 
them to see lines of beauty in a teacup and 
to distinguish between tasteful and tawdry 
things. We try to interest them in the artl- 
cles of use and ornament about them in 
order to cultivate a love for the little things 
that should sweeten life at home, to show 
them the beauty of many useful things and 
the utility of beautifying everything. 
Here is a little kitchen song that our little 
ones sing, and it expresses something of 
our ideas: . 
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and building fires to cooking victuals, ser¥= 
ing meals and washing dishes none of the 
details of kitchen and dinine room work are 
omitted. They sing their l.sson while per- 
forming it and the meaning of the jingling 
rhymes remains pleasantly fixed in their 
minds long after the actual experience 
might have faded from memory. 

“Saturday is the day for our classes in 
‘Home Economics’ and I assure you it is 
the most popular day in the week at the 
hall. The dear little girls come miles, and 
I have some who walk all the way from the 
neighborhood-of the old City Hospital. The 
flat is so furnished that we can start the 
lessons in the kitchen and complete the day 
with a song lesson in straightening up the 
parlor. The children set their own table for 
lunch in the dining room, and during the 
meal each little guest impersonates a mem- 
ber of the family. We try to impress them 
with the importance of polished gl 
clean napkins and tablecloths amd t 
forks and spoons. 

“Even dishwashing becomes a pleasure 
and an interesting process to the girls when 
done with a song in an orderly manner, 
There is a sort of lullaby for bedmaking, 
too, and it really makes a good set of rules 
for the purpose: 


She now turns the bed from the foot to the head, 
Then tucks in the sheet, so smooth and so neat; 
At the foot folds the clothes for fear of cold toes; 
To be tight at the side the things must be wide. 
Turn it down at the top, that in you may hop.

Spokane, Wash., has had such an ordl- 
nance s'nee Oct. 16, 1894. I prohibited 
children under M4 years of age to be abroad 
after &8 p. m. from October to April, or 
after 9 o'clock from April to October, un- 
less accompanied by a parent or other 
male adult or unless pursuing an errand 
“with due diligence.”

A. G. Avery, Corporation Counsel of 
Spokane ,writes ‘to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch: 

The effect of the curfew ordinance tin. this 
city is not easy to state, Its enforcement has 
not been found necessary to any extent, and, 
for that Teason, 1 dare say its observation has 
been, to a slight degree, neglected. 

The caption of the ordinance in effect at 
Stillwater, Minn., reflects rather severely 
on the youth of that place: 

An ordinance te prevent riots, nolse, din- 
turbance and disorderly assemblages in the 
city of Stillwater, or any disorderly conduct ta 
public places, and to provide for the arrest and 
pupishment of any person or persons guilty of

City Attorney W. A. 8S. Bird has fur- 
nished copies of the ordinance to a large 
number of cities, some of them as far Hast 
as New York and Delaware. He thinks it 
is a good thing. Writing of it he says: 

This ordinance, since it went into effect, has 
practically enforced itself, as IT do not now re- 
member of one arrest having been made under 
it; and I believe it has had an excellent effect 
upon the young people in this city. I do not 
believe it would be possible to repeal it. 

The ordinance passed at Manhattan, 
Kan., Dec. 15, 1996, was modeled after the 
two preceding ones. It fixes the age at 14 
years. The hours are the same and the 
schedules change on October 1. 

The fine is ndt less than $1; not more 
than $6. 

Acting City Attorney Sam Kimble writes 
that the ordinance is not at all enforced. 
He telis why: 

After its passage it orcension@d eome little 
excitement among the bors and it was expected 
to be vigorously enforced. The city arranged 
with the Electric Light Co. to sound curfew 
by means of a large steam whistle, which 


proved in its operation a nuisance and became q 


at once the subject of serious complaiat from 
residents In the vicinity. The whistle used 
was one of those large devices giving forth an 
ubearthiy shriek that caused many complaints 


them after the novelty wears off. While the 
object of the ordinance is unquestionably a 
laudable one, there is a feeling In the minds 
of a great many people that such enactments 
are to some extent an infringement of personal 
privilege and even atnong those who advocated 
the enforcement of the ordinance, we have 
found that when it chanced to be applied to 
their own children, there was an immediate 
objection. Anyhow, the interest of the peo- 
ple generally in the enforcement of such ordi- 
nances is not sufficiently fixed and permanent 
to cause thelr continued enforcement. 

The experience of this city bas unquestion- 
ably indicated that if such ordinances are to 
be applied and enforced, some means for an- 
nouncing curfew signal must be employed which 
will pot in iteelf become objectionable to the 
residents. It bas beep suggested bere that the 
curfew be sounded by a bell, bet that suggee- 
tion is opposed by some as being uncertain, 
there being so many bells fn the city om the 
various churches, school bolldings, efc.. as to 
justify a doubt of the identity of the signal. 

There are so many difficulties surroending the 
enforcement of such legislation that upon the 
whole I am inclined to think no very great 
benefit ordinarily resulta from it, the proper

Naturally, though, ft fa better if 
possible to incur no debts or obligations at 
the beginning. 

Another thing. Don't @ecide on a year’s 
study abroad under the impression that ig 
will be sufficient to complete your train- 
ing. 

A teacher, perhaps, can get potnts in @ 
comparatively short time which will aid he? 
in her work, but a student cannot obtain 
enough good in a year to justify the ex- 
pense. Preliminary training is, of course, 
a matter of years. Dramatic work can 
scarcely be touched upon in so short a pe- 
riod as one year. 

The advantages of foreign study are most 
apparent. Aside from the consideration of 
the musical atmosphere to be found in most 
of the large capitals of Europe, and the 
greatly increased facility for the study of 
languages, the mere fact that the American 
girl can do nothing but devote herself to her 
studies without the strife for recognition, 
either as teacher or singer, which she 
would be sure to encounter at home, is in 
itself an incentive to good work.

four years, and following this service must 
have the actual experience on a ship of 
war as a naval cadet for two years. Then 
if he passes another rigid examination he 
is given a commission. 

The practice still prevails in European 
countries to place the sons of infiuential 
parents on board ships and after a few 
years’ service give them rank as officers. 
These meh do not have the severe four 
years’ course that is compulsory at the 
United States naval college. Therefore, it 
is universally believed that American naval 
officers are the most efficient of any in the 
world. 

Commissioned officers are at present di- 
vided by an arbitrary line into two classes— 
line and staff—a line that it is sought to 
remove. The line. attend to the sailing 
duties, the maneuveriing and the fighting 
of the ship. They are captains, command- 
ers, lieutenant commanders, leutenants, 
lieutenants junior grade, ensigns and 
naval cadets, 

On the staff are: Chief engineer, Neuten- 
ant of marines and paymaster. Ana ths 
calls for a reference to what might be 
thought an error—that only graduates vf 
Annapolis can be officers in the navy. This 
applies to members of the fighting and 
sailing force. Complimentary rank is given 
tu two classes of men who do not have to 
serve at the naval college—surgeons and 
paymasters. Their rank depends upon their 
years of service and the size of the ship 
to which they are appointed. 

The chief engineer was formerly in this 
class, but to-day he, as well as the line 
officers, must be a graduate of the college, 

The eelection of line and staff is made 
during the last year at Annapolis. The 
wishes of the cadets are considered and 
abso their adaptibility. Half of each class 
is transferred to the line and half to the 
staff, the latter for duty as engineers and 
as officers of the marine corps. When 4 
man leaves the line he must give up all 
aspirations of becoming a commodore or 
a rear-admiral, for it is only through that 
branch that he eam reach the exalied posi- 
ross 

All naval officers serve Alternately three 
years sea duty and three years shore duty. 
When on shore they are employed at navy 
yards, recruiting stations, lighthouse work, 
coast surveys, torpedo stations, at fae- 
tories inspecting the building of ships and 
the manufacture of aenmunition, and at 
hydrographic offices. The pay of commis- 
sioned officers varies with the rank and 
again with their places and years of service; 
those on shore duty receiving less than 
those at sea, and again those on leave or 
Pe eng ordérs, less pean Shae either of the 
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her satchel, she started upon the plans she 
had thought out time and again for weeks.

Going back to Cucamonga 
for another load of lumber, she bought a 
pair of blue jeans overalls, a blouse, leather 
mittens, and a felt sombrero, all of which 
she put on at her room, and then staried 
a.second time for the foothills, behind the 
carpenter’s mules and on ‘the big lumber 
wagon, transporting more housebuilding 
material. At noon she and the carpenter 
ate from their tin pails on a pile of lumber, 
and then both returned to work, he to build- 
ing and Mrs. Erving to hauling lumber 
from the village. All the boards, timbers, 
shingies and other building material neces- 
sary had been hauled to the site of the 
structure by the evening of the next day 
by the young woman, The following day, 
she took the piace of a carpenter’s neipcr.

ORGANIZATION, CLASSES, VARIETIES OF DUTY, 
GRADES OF PAY, TRADITIONAL RULES AND AMENITIES.

It will be noticed there are no ranks of 
Admigal or Vice-Admiral in the American 
Navy. So there are no Generals or Lieu- 
tenant-Generals in the army. The highest 
rank jn the navy is that of Rear Admiral; 
in the army, Major General. Congress is 
jealous of its right to bestow the highest 
ranks, and the positions held by Farragut 
and Grant must be won by active service. 

The word “Captain” is frequently misun- 
derstood by those not familiar with naval] 
parlance. The rank of Captain is next to 
that of Commodore, yet the prefix *“Cap- 
tain’’ may be placed before the name of a 
Lieutenant or even an Ensign, should he 
be detailed to command a ship. Frequently 
officers of junior grade command gunboats, 
torpedo, boats and in case of emergency 
larger craft. They are always addressed 
as “Captain,” although they retain the rank 
accredited them in the naval list. 

The words “Admiral,” “Commodore,” 
“Oaptain’’ and “‘Doctor’’ are the only ones 
used on shipboard as prefixes to names. 
Commander Smith is called “Capt.’’ Smith. 
Lieutenant Smith is never given his title 
in addressing him verbally. He is always 
designated r. Smith. So it is with 
ensigns, naval cadets, the lieutenants of 
marines and the chief engineers. The pay- 
master is accosted familiarly by his as- 
gociates as “Pay,” but is addressed for- 
mally as “Mr.” It is bad form to say: 
‘TAeut. Jenkins, good morning,” and only 
a land lubber would do it. 

A Lieutenant in the navy ranks above a 
Lieutenant in the army. The relative ranks 
of the two branches is as follows:

ON BOARD SHIP. 

No monarch is more exclusive than the 
captain of & man-of-war. Navy regula- 
tions provide for this In a ‘itasure: 
tom has added force. ‘‘The king can do no 
wrong; neither can the captain’of a war- 
ship in the eyes of his subordinates. The y 
cannot question an order, nor offer a sug- 
gestion, unless he requests it. 

With all this power comes a loneliness 
that is depressing. Monarchs have cour- 
tiers in constant attendance; commanders 
of warships have no one save the orderly 
who stands at salute outside his door and 
the obsequious steward, who lays the cloth 
and waits on him at table. 

Commissioned officers mess together itn 
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the wardroom, and a merry crowd they 
are; the captain eats in state alone in his 
cabin. Occasionally, while at sea, he re- 
quests one or more officers to dine with 
him and of an evening he may invite one or 
more to play cards, but no officer would 
think of dropping into the cabin for a 
friendiy chat, nor can an officer reciprocate 
the attention by inviting the captain to a 
function in the wardroom, a place he is not 
supposed to enter except on a visit of in- 
spection. 

This exclusiveness is carried beyond the 
cabin to the deck. There is an imaginary 
line, cxtending from the stern of the ship 
to the mainmast, parallel with the keel. 
To the right of this line—that is, the star- 
board side—is the Captain's territory; to 
the left—port side—is the space for the 
commissioned officers below the Captain's 
rank. Across this imaginary line comenis- 
sioned officers are not supposed to step to 
starboard unless business calls them, or 
they are summoned by the Captain. ‘The 
fatter may walk over to the port side and 
chat with his officers, but he seldom doés 
BO. 


This observance of etiquette is specially 
noticeable when the officers gather on deck 
after dinner to smoke an evening cigar or 
pipe. They congregate on the port side and 
talk together, while the Captain paces up 
and down the planking to starboard, all 
alone in his glory. 


And in the same manner the non-commis- 
sioned officers and geamen cannot step aft 
further than the mainmast unless ordered 
there on duty. If a seaman has complaint 
to make to the “‘old man” he steps to. the 
Mainmast and salutes. The officer of the 
ideck asks what he wishes. The message 
is repeated to the captain, and if the mat- 
ter be weighty enough he steps forward to 
the mainmast and lstens, 

Junior lieutenants and ensigns, who have 
Dasse -d the required examination, are termed 

“etch anG divimon cificers.” They stand 
Watch and watch both in port and at sea. 
In port they are called officers of the deck; 
at sea, watch officers; and while doing this 
duty are responsible directly to the captain. 
In port when any officer leaves the ship he 
must approach the officer of the deck, saiute 
and inquire: “Permission to leave the ship, 
sir?’ On returning he saye: “Returned on 
board. air.” Thus even a Heutenant-com- 
mander hes to secure permission from an 
ie providing he be officer of the deck.

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a bunk, a bair mattress, a dressexz 


and a long table iy the ward room, The 
officer has to buy his pillows, pillow slips, 
sheets, blankets, towels, soap, etc. 

All the non-commissioned officers club 
together and purchase their chinaware and 
silver. They elect a caterer of the mess 
and one of the wine mess. The former buys 
all the food and the latter all the liquors 
and cigars. For the food the men are as- 
sessed pro rata. Luxuries are paid for as 
ordered. The Government furnishes a cook 
and wardroom stewards. 

Every. man in the navy, from Rear Ad- 
miral to oiler, is granted 21 cents a day 
for rations. Théy can commute this and 
secure money from the paymaster or pur- 
chase ships stores through this individual. 

The steerage mess is for officers who rank 
below those in the wardroom, In the 
steerage are found ensigns who are not 
watch and division officers, naval cadets, 
assistant engineers, assistant surgeons and 
paymasters’s clerk. 

Then there is the petty officers’ mess and 
finally the seamen’s megs. 

Every morning at 9 o'clock, while at sea, 
quarters are sounded. Then every man of 
the fighting force on board responds, except 
such as are excused by the surgeon. 
The navigator takes the bridge, relleving 
the officer of the deck. Each officer reports 
to the executive the condition of his sta- 
tion and drill then eommences. 

From senior watch down to and including 
the ensigns, each officer has command of a 
gun's crew and his men are exercised at 
the pieces. Meanwhile the lHeutenant of 
marines is drilling his command at smal! 
arm practice. 

The first Sunday in the month all hands 
gather aft, in full dress uniform, and lis- 
ten to the articles of war, which are read 
by the Captain. 

MARINBS.

Mr. Jobin’s house is in the midst of a 
pretty grove of willows, elms, sycamores 
and cottonwoods at the upper end of the 
island.

‘Before I settled on this island, I was 
a riverman. I was the master of several 
well known boats. I also followed diving, 
and w.as and am still the champion diver 
of the West. I have my own outfit and 
claim to be able to go as deep and remain 
as long in the water as any of, them. 

‘Tl first became interested in Arsenal 


© Island in 1893, when I leased it for pleasure 


I soon became convinced 
that it would be the place to establish a 
ranch. I opened negotiations with Mr, 
Pittsfield and eventually succeeded in se- 
curing a favorable lease. My success has 
proved that my judgment was good. I have 
made money ever since I have been here.

INTOWN, a famous section of Louls- 

ville, has been depopulated by the 
, present Ohio River flood and may be 
swept away completely before the yellow 
waters recede to their banks. 


It is a curious little community with a 
curious history. It is situated on the city 
dump at the foot of Brook street on the 
Ohio River bank. It was founded on the 
day after the great tornado which destroyed 
so many lives and wrecked so much prop- 
erty tn Louisville in 1891. Bolivar Buckner, 
@ one-armed negro, walked along Brook 
street to the city dump and saw that a 
large number of tin roofs had been de- 
posited near the dump by the tornado. He 
was without a home and, as roofs would

to build him one. He secured a portion of 
a tin roof, and in a few hours the 
first house of ‘Tintown had _ . w»been 
erected.

not pierced by a single nail. 
was made of oyster cans, 


Other negroes saw Bucknér’s house. They, 
too, decided to build homes of tin, and, in 
a few days, Tintown had a hundred houses 
and over 6§$=0 Inhabitants. Streets were 
made and a thoroughfare, called Ashbarrel 
avenue, became the pride of the community. 


Three years ago Tintown residents deter- 
mined to build a church. As all their houses 


were built of tin, they decided that the 
church must also be built of tin. The tin 
roofs which the tornado had cast into their 
way were exhausted, and for a time they 
did not know where they would get the ma- 
terlal for their church. But Bolivar Buckner 
suggested that oyster cans be used, and his 
idea was received with approval, Louisville 
alleys were searched carefully for the cans, 
and after several months of hard work 
enough were secured to build the church. 
It was a unique structure when it was fin- 
ished and was visited by many white peo- 
ple. A large barrel was used as its pulpit, and 
services were held there every Sunday. 


After they had built their church the in- 
habitants of Tintown decided to organize

as a municipal body. Bolivar Bur as thy 
founder of the place, was elect yor. He 
settled all the disputes and quarrels of hig 
fellow townsmen, and a case never went te 
the city court from Tintown. Mayor Bucke 
ner always administered justice although he 
did not have a great regard for the forme 
of the law. Tintown also had a fire de~ 
partment. A marshal served without 
He separated combatants and forced 
husbands to go to work and help np ay 
their wives, who toiled at the washtub, _ 
Tintown folks took life easy, working; 
gaming or idling, as they wished, and the 
troubles of the world did not rest heavily on 
their minds. But the waters have

BRAHAM BOYLE went to the Klon-

He is now in State 
Asylum No. 2 of Missouri at St. Joseph. 
His case is without precedent in medical

might have been a millionaire by this time. 

Boyle started to Alaska in the summer of 
189%. He succeeded in reaching Circle City 
in September. When news of the big strike 
at Dawson City reached the camp he was 
one of the first to start for the Klondike 
diggings. He spent the months of the last 
Ginter in underground mining, intending 
to wash the output this spring. 

He was moderately euccessful, but his 
nuggets and coarse gold had to a consider- 
able extent been carried lower down the 
ereek, while the washing from above left 
the gravel heavily impregnated with what 
is known as “flour gold.” This is the finest 
form taken on by the yellow metal, which 
in that shape manifests its presence in the 
sands of all the Rocky Mountain plateaus 
and even In the waters of the Pacific Ocean, 
into which it is carried by the streams 
heading westward from the great conti- 
nental divide, There is no known method 
of saving “flour gold,” which will escape 
over the quicksilver plates of a stamp mill 
in spite of all efforts to capture it. 

During the summer of 1897 Boyle was im- 
mersed to the waist in water much of the 
time. The ice that comes down the Yukon 
is rich with gold absorbed from the sands 
of the shallow stream. The cakes get 
around on a bar, and as they melt deposit 
their treasure. It is in this way placers 
are sometimes formed. The alert miner 
then waghes the sand from the bar and ob- 
tains his reward, 

Boyle washed the gravel from his own 
claim on one of these bars, hoping to reap 
a double harvest. Being in the water con- 
stantiy the pores of the skin absorbed an 
incredible quantity of “flour gold.”’

in 33 years. This step was taken on the be- 
lief that the President’s message would Rac 
sent in to Congress on Thursday, thereby, 
according to the prevalent reasoning, pre- 
“ipitatine a erisis in our relations with 
Spain. and in consequence, perhaps, a panic 
in the stock market. The incident is in- 
structive as showing the practical unanim- 
itv ef opinion that exists in regard to the 
effect upon the stock market of -actual hos- 
tilitics. the extent to which, according to 
invariable custom, the course of prices has 
discounted the event is ignored in this rea- 
soning, as is the precedent furnished by the 
action of the stock market at the time of 
the outbreak of the civil war in 1861. The 
low prices in ‘the stock market were made 
upon the firim@ on Fort Sumter, an event 
which came as a great surprise, the prob- 
ability of hostilities having been generally 
decried. Subsequently during the year 
prices recovered steadily, the active issues 
making gains from the low point, averaging 
10 points. That was a war, too, which de- 
ranged the country’s internal economy, and 
which threatened the integrity of the Union 
and the divis'on of its resources. The tech- 
nical conditions of the market indicate a 
sound situation. The liquidation has been 
very thorough, and the holdings of brokers 
offices have been heavily reduced. Such 
conditions means that stocks have passed 
from weak into strong hands, and that, in- 
stead of being carried on margins they 
are held by persons able to pay for them, 
and carry them at their pleasure. The deal- 
ings for foreign account in the market 
have been wpon a very small scale, but 
they indicate no alarm as to the final issue 
of. the diplomatic situation as compared 
with last week, and notwithstanding the 
apparent imminence of a cris's in our rela- 
tions with Spain, both United States Gov- 
ernment and Spanish bonds are higher, 
It is a matter of common knowledge that 
there are large sums of money awaiting in- 
vestment so soon as the diplomatic situ- 
ation cléars, and it is equally well. known 
that the books of commission brokers 
show unusually large buying orders on a 
scale down from the present level. This in- 
di¢ates the general expectation that, while 
the opening of actual hostilities may be 
accompanied by a furtner sharp decline 
in| the market, that decline will mark for 
the time, at any rate, the culmination of 
the downward swing of prices. Thereafter, 
in the event of’ continued hostilities, the 
market might be affected by the actual for- 
tunes of war, and in this regard there is 
fortunately little jo fear. 
Both the money market and the general 
business situation continue affected by the 
prevalent uncertainty. 
On call money has lent during the week 
at from 2 to 4 per cent. On Thursdav the 
Bank of England advanced its minimum 
rate of discount to 4 per cent, the step be- 
ing taken on account of the low percentage 
of the bank’s reserves, which have begun 
to suffer from the demand for gold from 
this side.

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WORLD'S WHEAT CROP 


IT PROMISES TO BE THE LARGEST 
AND FINEST IN MANY 
YEARS. 


FAIR AMOUNT OF ACTIVITY. 


Cash Demands Slow and Offerings 
Light, but Sufficient to Supply 
All Demands of the Market. 


The grain markets have shown a fair 
amount of activity, considering the unset- 
tled state of the Spanish-American ques- 
tion, and while at times the market was 
inactive there was a fair volume of busi- 
ness transacted. There was some heavy 
covering by the shorts, and a large amount 
of long wheat came out. The latest ad- 
vices from Australia are that there will 


be an exportable surplus of about 10,000,000 
busheis of wheat in that country, and late 
advices from (Cnili are also better. 

The situation was fuil of uncertainties, 
however, and fluctuations were rapid and 
wide. 

News was generally bearish, but receipts 
of contract wheat at Chicago are falling 
off and receipts in the Northwest are grow- 
ing lighter. This is not surprising when the 
lateness of the season and the fact that 
farmers are busy with their spring work 
is considered, 

During the earlier part of the week ad- 
vices from California were somewhat 
alarming, and tended to stiffen prices, but 
later the reports of good rains in that State 
and assurances that port stocks of wheat 
on the Pacific coast are heavier than they 
were a year ago tended to allay the appre- 
hensions of any particularly bullish hews 
from that quarter. San Francisco reports 
the export demand rather slow. 

The bears were afraid to venture very 
far from cover and while the market was 
nervous prices were well maintained. The 
opening of hostilities between a and 
the United States is apt to be followed by 
a break, and prices are depressed until it is 
determined how much resistance Spain will 
be.able to offer to our navy. 

The cash demand continues rather slow, 
and while offerings are qomparnuivey light 
they are ample to supply al demands. Mil- 
lers are but indifferent purchasers, and 
there is little shipping demand. Exporters 
are unable to do any business, as even with 
the difference between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago markets, our prices are out of line 
with the Buropean bids. 


Corn is relatively stronger than wheat, 
as the cash demand is good and offerings 
are Might. Exports continue heavy, and 
there appears to be no let-up in the foreign 
demand. 

Local receipts have been running some- 
what lighter, and receipts at primary points 
have been of moderate dimensions, but 
shipments from some points are unusually 
heavy. 

Stocks are larger than they were a year 
ago, but appear to be in the hands of 
exporters, and are not being pressed for 
sale. Speculation is fairly active. 


The situation in the oats market shows 
some improvement. Speculation is still 
light, but the cash demand is good. Re- 
ceipts are light and offerings of cash oats 
are small and readily taken at good prices 

The output of floor continues light and the 
demand slow. Foreigners appear to be un- 
willing to pay present prices, and the do- 
mestic demand is also light. Local stocks 
are light, and receipts comparatively small, 

All advices agree that the condition of 
the growing crop in Europe is better than 
it has been at this season for a number of 
years except in Russia, where the condi- 
tion, as usual, is an enigma, as reports are 
conflicting. 

In France, Spain, Italy, Germany, Hun 
gary, the United Kingdom and even In 
Sweden the crop ts in excellent shape and 
the acreage large. 

In Tunis and ther North African States 
the outlook is promising, and in Asia Minor 
conditions are reported unusually favorable 
and the acreage above the average. 

Crop conditions in this country, with the 
exception of California, according to the 
various State reports andwthe most reliabie 
crop experts, are the best since 1891, and 
the most critical stage appears to have been 
passed. 

Nearly every State reports an increased 
acreage, but in several the increase has 
been remarkable. In Nebraska it is esti- 
mated at from 50 to 100 per cent. Kansas 
reports the largest acreage ever soOWN. 
Texas reports a heavy increase and in Okla- 
homa the increase in the average is esti- 
mated at fully 80 per cent. 

Spring seeding has already begun and it 
is estimated fully 10 per cent of the acreage 
has been sown. ..early every locality re- 
ports preparations for a largely increased 
acreage, and the ground in good condition 
for sowing. Farmers are pleased with their 
last year’s returns and are generally in bet- 
ter condition for putting in a large acreage 
than ever before. 

If the weather continues favorable for 
the balance of the season the world’s wheat 
crop for 1898 will be the largest ever grown. 

As anticipation gewerally has more effect 
upon the market than real zation, the pros- 
pect for a large crop is apt to have a more 
pronounced effect as the season advances, 
and it will soon become the leading bear- 

actor. 
ae the Cuban question is settled the 
‘market will continue nervous, and war 
news will have more effect than weather or 
statistical conditions. 

Receipts at primary pone from July 1 
to April 4 were 195,948, bu, the largest 
shipments for any similar period since 1892-3, 
but the wheat crop of 1897 was the largest 
since 1891. and with that exception the 
largest on record. Export clearances of 
wheat have been heavy, but considering the 
size of the crop were not phenomenally 
large. but domestic consumption hag been 
unuually light. 

According to the Liverpool Commercial 
Trade News the total supplies of wheat in 
all positions a 1 were 930,000 bushels 
iarger than on March 1, and 5,290,000 bush- 
els larger than they were a4 year ago. 

As the world's shipments of wheat to 
Europe are running heavy, and far exceed- 
ing the consumptive demands, stocks are 
likely to continue to increase for some time, 
and there is little danger of a scarcity of 
wheat before the new crop is harveste 

The world’s shipments last week were 
over 8,000,000 bushels, of which only a Little 
over one-third was from the United States, 
and the indications are that this week's 
shipments will reach nearly 10,000,000 bush- 
els. 

The visible supply, instead of decreasing, 
showed an Increase for the week, and the 


” world's visible also showed a large increase, 


Argentine shipments are holding up well 
and Indian shipments appear.

THREE YEARS AN INSURGENT. 


TWICE SHOT AND TWICE FSCAPED 
FROM SPANISH CRUELTIES 
ON THE ISLAND. 


HIS HOME AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Commissioned a Captain and With 
Others From the &tates Passed 
Through Horrors—Wants 
to Enlist Again.

Capt. Alfred H. J. Bailes of the insurgent 
army in Cuba reached St. Louis Thursday 
night. He left ‘here three years ago. In 
the interim he has twice had marvelous 
escapes from death on the field, been twice 
captured and twice escaped from Spanish 
prisons. He bears the marks of Spanish 
cruelty. 

When the insurgent war broke out three 
years ago Bailes was in Springfield, Mo. 
He had just returned from South America, 
where he had taken a part in two revolu- 
tions.’ He spoke Spanish and was familiar 
with the island of Cuba. He watched de- 
velopments until he saw that the struggle 
was one for independence, 

He went to Mobile and offered himself

Bailes Friday, “and marched to Santa Hel- 
ena in the Province of Santa de Cuba.where 
Gen. Maceo was encamped with 2000 men. 
Gen. Maceo gave me a Captain's commis- 
sion. From there I went to Cubitas, the 
provisional capital, and President Cisneros 
confirmed my commission. 

“In May, 1896, with 23 men, all Americans, 
I was on a foraging expedition when we 
fell into an ambush. I told the men there 
was a Ege of escape by retreat, but 
advised them to fight. They said they 
would fight. 

“We fought two 


and a half hours. I 
with sword and pistol and the rest of the 
boys with Winchesters. renty of us 
were killed. Phillip Reynolds and Joe 
Smith, both of Arkansas, and myself. were 
taken prisoners. Bound on horses, with our 
faces to the rear, we were taken to camp, 
and from there with other prisoners sent 
to Moro Castle. 

“That was at the outbreak of the insur- 
rection and vigilance was not exercised. 
My cell door was not locked. At midnight 
I opened it. The guard was leaning against 
a post asleep. His. gun stood by his side. 
I crept out, seized the gun and brought it 
down with all my force on hig head. He 
sank down without a groan. I dropped 
from a port hole ® feet to the ground, and 
escaped without injury. 

“Havana was not closely guarded then. 
and as I knew the city well I easily escaped 
to the woods and regained the insurgenta. 

‘Aug. 21, 1897. I was ordered to carry a 
dispatch from Gen. Garcia, in camp at 
Las Rosas, Santa de Cuba, to Gen. Gomez 
at Pinar del Rio. 

‘As many Spaniards were known to be 
in the country around Las Rosas an escort 
of 14 men was sent to accompany me about 
10 miles. ‘ 

‘Eight miles from 1. * we came upon 
a column of Spaniards, fe turned back, 
to find we were pureued. We dismounted 
and took to the underbrush. A detachment 
of 2 Spaniards discovered us and sur- 
rounded us. We stood shoulder to shoulder 
until we all fell. I wae the last to go down. 
The flag had fallen. I ean lt up. A 
Spaniard leaped upon me. brought my 
sword down upon his head. The blade 
snapped. The Spaniard'’s sword laid the 
flesh of my arm bare to the bone. That 
ended the fight. Thirteen men were dead. 
George Dickson of Kaneas City, Kan., wae 
dying. Bes'de the sword cut a bullet had 
split my ear. Otherwise I was not injured. 

“Dickson and I were started toward Ha- 
vana, but Dickson died on the way. The 
Spaniards fefused to bandage my arm. If 
ote ss the best I could with my handker- 
chief. 

“After two hours’ riding I became in- 
sensible from pain, Dut recovered con.

Sew the sides together 
with strong 16 to 1 silver picture wire (silver is 
cheap now), rivet on the necessary buttons, line 
well with swansdown applique cream de menthe, 
with velvet motifs and Willie will then be able 
to play with a threshing machine, a cable car, a 
cyclone or any old thing without tearing his pan- 
ties or starting a rivet. The panties will never 
wear out, but when Willie outgrows them they 
will make an excellent coal scuttle for flat use.

For years it has been my custom to 
make note of the’ skin blemished of 
women and girls wherever I have heen, 
and I have discovered that about twent 
out of one hundred of the women an 
girls one meets in the ordinary pursuits 
of life have really beautiful, healthful 
skins. The other eighty are afflicted 
with blackheads, pimples and various 
forms of acne. 

If I wish to be truthful and useful to 
my readers I am bound to say that I do 
honestly believe uncleanliness is the 
chief cause of these unsightly skins. 
Perhaps I should qualify this sweeping 
statement by saying that a mistaken 
idea of cleanliness prevails, and that a 
mere bath every day, without friction, 
to be secured only by the aid of a brush, 
or a bath without a good detergent 
soap, does not entitle one to bé called 
absolutely clean. 


The average woman is not much in- 
terested in the structure of the skin, but 
every woman should understand some- 
thing about its nature. 

The skin is constantly undergoing the 
process of reproduction and decay, con- 
stantly secreting and endeavoring to 
throw off the decayed and useless mat- 
ter. The skin of the face attempts to 
throw off its dead and useless scurf in 
tiny, dust-like particles, It also endeav- 
ors to rid itself of the sebaceous matter 
from the skin ducts and of the various 
oils for which it has no further need. 


Unless these specks of dead cuticle are 
daily removed by friction the channels 
cannot be kept open. In a warm climate 
much of the refuse matter of .the skin 
is carried away by persriration. Un- 
fortunately, the American climate, with 
its sudden changes, has the contrary 
effect and arrests the flow of perspira- 
tion. The consequence is congestion of 
the skin ducts, and the results, in a 
short time, are thousands of pores of 
the face positively loaded and ob- 
structed with adhering refuse matter, 
which is not only filthy but actually 
poisonous in its effects when forced 
back into the blood.

a most extraordiny idea as to the Pn mee 
ing of the word “cleanliness” in connec- 
tion with the skin, particularly of the 
face, and thousands still believe that 
soap will ruin the complexion. I cannot 
on my life understand by what theory a 
woman arrives at the conclusion that 
her hands require scrubbing and wash- 
ing with soap several times a day. and 
that if she wishes to keep them soft and 
pretty she mus «keep them clean—as 
nothing so absolutely destroys their 
beauty and texture as dirt and inatten- 
tion—and yet will insist that soap and 
water and friction are unnecessary for 
her face in order to keep it clean and 
pretty. As a matter of fact, the face ts 
much more susceptible to dust than the 
hands, because of the numerous oll 
glands. 


Unquestionably tne weauty of the skin 
is more dependent upon its cleanliness 
than anything else, and in this climate 
cleanliness may only be obtained by fre- 
quent use of warm water, a pure hy- 
gienic soap and by a friction which must 
not be too violent but must be searching 
enough to dislodge all foreign matter 
from the pores, keep them open and en- 
ourage them in the performance of their 
functions. This friction ié obtained 
through the dai.y use of the camel s-hair 
face-scrubbing brush, which is no fad of 
mine, but has proved its value in hun- 
dreds of thousands of cases since it has 
been made ee mata the columns 
of the Sunda orld.

Artificial aid should be used with the 
utmost cure and delicacy. The faded 
woman who proposes to call cosmetic 
art to her support should learn to sim- 
ulate nature by practising in the strong- 
est daylight.

Instead of an enamel, which always 
gives the face a porcelain look, a deli- 
cate liquid powder is first applied to the 
face, neck and arms. This preparation 
is called the liquid whitener. It is made 
as follows: 

LIQUID WHITENER. 


One quart of water, previously boiled 
and strained; alcohol, thirty drops; ox- 
ide of zinc, one ounce;. bichloride of mer- 
cury, eight grains; glycerine, twenty 
drops. Take four ounces of water and 
heat it to boiling; dissolve the bichlo- 
ride of mercury in this hot water, add 
the alcohol. Mix the zinc and glycerine 
together in a bowl; pour the larger por- 
tion of the quart of water in; stir, then 
add the diluted bichloride of mercury 
and alcohol. Bottle and shake always 
before using. Apply the liquid with a 
small, soft, velvet sponge. This liquid 
should be wiped off with a chamois skin 
before it has had time to try, or it will 
appear streaky. 

A little color for the cheeks (the finest 
French rouge should be used for this 
purpose), ‘the slightest touch of the eye- 
brow pencil to the eyelids and eye- 
brows, a faint addition to the color of 
the lips, stolen from a stick of French 
“grenadine,” as it is called, and last 
of all a very little powder (formula for 
which I give), all applied in the strong- 
est glare of daylight—this sort of make- 
up is positively imperceptible at night, 
and is, beyond question, wonderfully be- 
coming. 


WHITE FACE POWDER. 


Finest cornstarch, one ounce; pure OX- 
ide of zinc (best quality), three ounces; 
mix thoroughly and sift through very 
fine bolting silk; reject all that remains 
in the bolting; sift the second time 
through another bit of bolting silk; 
perfume with three drops of oil of rose. 

It is very difficult to make a satisfac- 
tory rouge at home. I give formulas, 
but I must say the ingredients are fre- 
quently adulterated or of inferior qual- 
ity. Therefore I advise the imported 
article.

ECHNICALLY a wrinkie is @ 
looseness of the skin, caused by 
the failure or attenuation of the 

under-structure. This definition, how- 
ever. applies only to such of the lines 
in the human face as are formed in ex- 
treme age by the degeneration of the 
muscle as well as by tmpairment of the 
fatty tissue. It is a mistake to suppose 
that all wrinkles indicate old or aa- 
vanced age. It is a tallacy to suggest 
that wrinkies and lines are not indica- 
tions of temperament and character. 
We are each one accountable tor the 
lines ang crows’ feet on our faces, for 
they are the most faithful and unerring 
record of our past. 

The muscular contractions of the 
brow or cheek cause the lines, and it is 
fortunate for us that there are among 
them those that indicate good and beau- 
tiful attributes. 

When you see a man or a woman with 
a wrinkied face you may be very sure 
that every line Is a tell-tale. 

The lines that indicate a sense of 
humop are easily enough recognized. 
They are frequently called crows’ ‘feet, 
and are found at the corners of the eyes 
even in ear.y youth. They are never 
unpleasant. These are not the lines of 
the s.lly, simpering girl, who, unless 
she mends her ways and ceases to gig- 
klé, will develop into a woman who is 
accompanied through life by an idiotic 
grin. 

It is absolutely impossible for a wom- 
an of charity, benevolence and human- 
ity to look Ike an avaricious or spite- 
ful woman.

The movement 
should be deep enough to start the blood well circulating, never 
sharp or quick enough to hurt. The operator should anoint her 
fingers with a good skin food before beginning the treatment. ;fn 
addition to the regular kneading the ironing-out movement is 
useful for the erasing of lines. All lines should be smoothed out, 
that is, they should be repeatedly pressed over with the fingers, 
precisely as one would smooth the creases out of a bit of wrin: led 
silk. 

Horizontal lines across the forehead as well as the paraliel 
lines about the eyes require both the kneading and the smoothing 
movement. The round kneading, or circular movement, should be 
given to all the fleshy parts of the face as well as the throat. 
The patting movement, which consists of a gentle tattoo over 
the entire face, is only useful, where the skin is especially dull 
and lifeless. All the muscles of the face and throat require spe- 
cific treatment. An operator who has not studied anatomy can- 
not possibly give facial massage. Fmproper or so-called massage 
will produce wrinkles and do untold injury to the face and skin, 
The only proper operators of massage are the graduates of the 
Swedish institutes. It is of the utmost importance that the skin 


a .

: MOTH PATCHES, 


Moth patches are almost invariably the result of liver or kid- 
ney disease. Nothing externally applied will permanently remove 
moth patches. At least this is my experience. They may be tem- 
porarily removed in some cases by the following omtment: 

Kaolin, 4 grammes; lanoline, 0 grammes; glycerine, 4 
grammes; carbonate of magnesia and oxide of sinc, 2 grammes 
each. Apply to the moth patch at night and wash away the fol- 
lowing morning with warm water and a pure hygienic soap. 

Where the moth patch is very dark and is of long standing 
electrolysis will be more satisfactory than any other treatment. 
In ordinary cases the bi¢chloride of mercury bleach will keep the 
patch in abeyance. All women afflicted with these ugly discol- 
orations should set to work to relieve the cause by a course of 
treatment for the liver or kidneys. 


SUPERFLUOUS HAIR. 


Superfluous hair on a woman's face is a most unfortunate 
blemish. Science haa failed to discover a cure for this deformity. 
Electrolysis alone is successful. There are thoysande of +:o- 
called depilatories upon the market. Depilatory powders are the 
commonest of these. These preparations are composed of sul- 
phite of arsenic or of caustic lime and merely burn the hair off 
to the surface of the skin. They never eradicate the roots, and 
the hair will always reappear. 

Electrolysis is painful and, unfortunately, the operation has 
to be repeated many times, as it is rarely successful; that is to 
of one hundred hairs that are treated the average is 
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“Culling from every flowér 
Their virtuous sweets.” 

The result of an attempt to make fragrant odors from the 
flowers themselves is usually most discouraging to the amateur. 
All delicate odors are made from oils or pomades. These oils 
or pomades contain the perfume of the flower. 

The process of preparing these pomadeg-is intricate and rarely 
successful except when done scientifically. The pomades are im- 
ported, however, and can be obtained from dealers in essential 
oils, and it is not difficult to distil a perfume from them. 

If you wish to make an extract of rose, take an 
ounce of oi] of roses, add one p'nt of pure alcohol (above proof), 
shake together in @ large clean bottle. Place the bottle in a ves- 
se! of hot water, until the contents acquire a temperature of about 
8 degrees Fahrenheit. Then cork the bottle, shake it briskly until 
the liquid is cold. If your oll of rose as been first quality you will 
have a most delicious and very stromg odor as a result. “ 

There is very little true violet extract upon the market, as the 


oll@ig so difficult to obtain, and tons of violet waters and extracts . 


are annually manufactured which have not a drop of real violet 
extract in them, but are made of orris root. Fictit!ous extract of 
violets lg easily made at home. 

FORMULA FOR FICTITIOUS VIOLET WATER. 

Take of Florentine orris root (coarsely powdered) one and one- 
half pounds; rectified spirit, one imperial quart; let it stand for a 
fortnight. If possible, the orris root should be put under power- 
ful pressure to obtain the full amount of perfume which it con- 
tains. It must be filtered severa] times. Filtermg paper ig easily 
obtained at a druggist’s. 

There is no such thing as heliotrope odor made from the flower. 
All so-called heliotrope extracts and waters are produced from 
the vanilla bean as a basis. 

Peau d@’Espagne ig a mixture of frangipanni and patchouli, 
half and half. Any one can make this. 

The best so-called extract of pink, a very fashionable odor in 
Paris, has not a particle of real pink in it. It is made as follows: 
EXTRACT OF PINK.

BEST WAY TO BE RID OF THEM. 
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The least offensive of all pigmentary 
discolorations is lentigo, or freckles. 
Certainly these brown, oval-shaped 
epots dotted about the face and hands 
are not pretty, but they do not look-un- 
clean, as blackheads do, nor do they re- 
flect diseas , a8 scerofulous pimples 
must. They are, however, disagreeable 
and unpleagant. 

Freckles are divided into two classes— 
summer freckles, which usually fall to 
the lot of fair-skinned, light or auburn 
haired girls, and are produced almost in- 
stantly on exposure to strong light, dis- 
appearing within a little while if the 
subject remains indoors or in the shade; 
and winter freckles, sometimes called 
cold, which never disappear except 
through. external agencies, and ‘then 
only with the cuticle itself. 

A great many women labor under the 
impression that some lotion made of 
simple and neutral ingredients will, if 
they can only get at the secret of its 
making, remove every freckle from their 
faces in the course of an hour or two. 
l am constantly besieged by anxious 


girls and women who insist that, if I 
only will, I can tell them ef a perfectly 
harmless liquid which will remove their 
freckles. A freckied face is a face which 
1s stained clear through the skin, in 
spots. This stain comes from under- 
neath and is brought to the surface, as 
I have attempted to explain. The dis- 
coloration may be faded very much in 
some cases by the use of a relatively 
harmless and innocent compound, but 
there is no way (and I make this as- 
sertion without reservation), of remov- 
ing dark frecklés, and many of the 
lighter ones also, except by the use of 
an irritant strong enough to blister and 
peel the skin. The best known freckle 
removers are made of a base of bich- 
loride of mercury, which is identical 
with corrosive suDlimate, and is, of 
course, an active mineral poison. All 
of the face bleaches so called, contain 
bichloride of mercury, or at least all 
those I have analyzed, some twenty or 
thirty. 

Bichloride of mercury is a spec.fic for 
many skin maladies. Its use in this 


particular !s authorized by the 
macopoeia, dispensatory and French 
dex. Its abuse should be, if it ts not, 
criminal offense. The pharma copecia 
lows a certain amount of bi ‘ 

mercury to be used in soluti 
wise, in skin lotions, but 


tating the cuticle that it 
and peel. Besides the bi 
cury bleach—for which I give 
formula in its modified and proper quest 
tity—there are two others successful-y 
used, one which is made of @ base of 
lactic acid and has been indorsed by 
the Medical Record, and the other a 
preparation called hydrozone, a form of 
peroxide of hydrogen. 

In the bleaches which are sold the 
amount of bichloride of mercury is cer- 
tainly three or four times more than 
that which I give. The manufacturer 
of the first face bleacn, so called, in 
this country told me herself that this — 
was so, and she also related to me the 
direful results in some cases of a solu. 
tion not sufficiently dfluted. f

Scant locks and bald heads seem ever to have been objects of 
contempt, ridicule and satire. Even a Roman slave was made to 
feel this, and sold for half his value if he were bald. 

The quality and abundance of the hair are largely inherited. 
One sees entire families of scant-haired women and prematurely 
bald men, and less often a race of people who, for generations, are 
noted for their superb heads of hair. You will hear frequently 
of certain families: ‘‘All those Smiths had spiendid heads of 


hair’ or “The Johnsons all lost their hair early.”’ The general 
health has a great effect upon the hair growth, and the result of 


serious illness, particularly where there is fever or great loss of 
flesh, is always severely felt in the condition of the hair. Bald- 
ness, unless the hair roots are absolutely dead, can be cured and 
a new growth of hair will finally repay the time and patience re- 
quired in producing it. The hair roots are like those of a tree or 
plant—capable of coaxing back to life and ‘strength so tong as 
there is anything to work upon. Of course, once the hair roots 


are dead it is useless to attempt to bring back the growth. There - 


is mo cure for dead roots of the hair. When the hair falls out 
after a long illness or grief or anxiety or too pryfound study the 
best course is the heroic one—cut it off and cast it from you lit- 
erally. 

Care of the hair should begin in infancy, when it is generally 
soft, thin aid extremely pliable. From babyhood up to the age 
of seven a child’s head should be thoroughly washed daily. In 
no other way can the scalp be kept clean. Water and soap are 
the only cosmetics required for children. Grown persons should 
wash the hair at least once a week. The following shampoo is 
the best for the weekly hair-washing: 

FORMULA FOR SHAMPOO. 

Melt a cake of pure olive oil soap in a quart of boiling water. 

When the soap is dissolved the result will be almost a jelly. Take 


‘ of this jelly say two large tablespoonsfuls, add a small lump of 


common washing soda about the size of a filbert. First wet the 
hair thoroughly with hot. water; then rub the shampoo mixture 
well into the roots. Rinse thoroughly in several waters, then 
carefully dry, 
Occasionally an egg shampoo is more useful than the regular 
soap mixture. This is the case frequently after fevers and ill- 
ll 


TWO GOOD CURES FOR FALLING HAIR. 


Cologne, 8 ounces; tincture of cantharides, 1 ounce; oil of Eng- 
lish lavender, oil of rosemary, % dram each. Apply to the roots 
of the hair once or twice a day. It is positively necessary that 
the scalp should be kept clean. Shampoo at least once a week. 

Phenic acid, 2 grammes; tincture of nux vomica, 7% grammes; 
tincture red cinchona, 30 grammes: tincture of cantharides, 2 
grammes; cologne, 120 grammes; sweet almond oil, 60 grammes. 
Apply to the roots of the hair with a soft sponge once or twice a 
day. This lotion is especially good for very dry hair.

> rubbing it well into the skin of the head. Rinse in several 
waters. 


It is a mistaken idea that washing the hair frequently is in- 
jurious to it. On the contrary, cleanliness has never been other 
than healthful. Brushing the hair thoroughly and gently is of 
the utmost importance, but the old theory that brushing alone 
will promote a magnificent chevelure is erroneous. Scurf, or 
dandruff, is, unless in a most aggravated form, not a disease. It 
is the result of neglect, or, in plain English, uncteanliness. Scurf, 
or furfura, is a natural and healthy formation, and very fre- 
quently it is produred by rapidly growing and very luxuriant 
hair. You may keep dandruff from accumulating, but you cannot 
prevent its formation. When the scurf is excessive, despite great 
cleanliness, it denotes an unhealthy condition of the scalp. In 
such cases the following lotion may be used, but always in con- 
junction with very frequent washings: 

Extract of rosemary, 1 dram; tincture of cantharides, % dram; 
solution of carbonate of potassium, 1% drams; distilled water, 4 
fluid ounces. 

Where there is great physical debility and a great failure of 
health in connection with the falling hair, a course of tonic medi- 
cines taken internally is often very serviceable. 

Prematurely gray hair is usually an inhermtance from father 
to daughter or from mother to son, or it may come from a gen- 
eration or two back. 

The failure of the hair pigment causes the change in color. 
It has been demonstrated that in connection with the natural 
oily substance contained in the hair tube, there is always a quan- 
tity of mineral ingredients in the pigment. The failure of one of 
these minerals will cause a change in the color of the hair. Blond 
hair contains a great deal of magnesia; chestnut and brown hair 
a preponderance of sulphur, while in black hair the iron predomi- 
nates. The failure of iron is usually first in the pigment, and for 
this reason black hair turns gray earlier than blond. For this 
same reason women with black hair are obliged during the 
transition process to submit to the curious change from black to 
a sort of yellow, which is indescribably ugly and trying. 

Many -women write me asking for something which will 
change black hair to silver white and do away with the yellow 
shade. There is no harmless preparation which will effect this 
desirable result. 

Inasmuch as the color of the hair depends upon the minerals 
in the pigment I am forced to say, despite all argument to the 
contrary, that no external preparation has yet been compounded 
which will really restore the original color and is not a stain or 
dye. If you, by a chemical process, take the color out of a bit of 


¢pink cashmere you know it cannot be restored excepting by a 


dye. The same is true of the hair. 
I have never seen a home-made dye which was not plainly 


perceptible. 


Physical culture has, happily, passed 
the ‘‘craze’’ stage, and has settled down 
to a sensiMe and reasonable amount of 
daily physical exercise. 


Thinking women who know something 
of anatomy and a little of pare ogy, 
gre satisfied that nothing will take the 
place of the daily exercises which bring 
all the muscles of the body into play, 
expand the lungs and send the blood 
tingling through the veins. They know 
that by a certain amount of physical 
training they will never lose their sup- 
ple grace, never develop huge abdo- 
mens and hips and will never join the 
army of distorted creatures, the extraor- 
dinary results of overeating and inertia, 
known as the women with the middle- 
age figure—the women who, as poor 
Kate Field used to say, ‘‘will insist upon 
sitting on the ends of their spimes.’’ 
There are a number of excellent m- 
hasiums in eve large city where 


women may go, when they wish, to take . 


exercise, but the average woman may 
towing ae well practice gymnastics in 
er bedroom. 


Boudoir gymnastics, persistently fol- 
lowed, will prevent a woman from grow- 
ing stiff or stout, and will remedy many 
physical defects which are the results, 
usually, of bad habits and inaction. 

Even young girls inclined to stoop, and 
aenemic, may take exercises every 
morning which prove of incalculable 
benefit to them, with very simple ap- 
pliances or, indeed, with none at all. 
The boudoir exercises may include the 
use of the stick, dumbbells and clubs. 
They may be perfectly well taken in 
the night-dress. The windows should 
be thrown open, if the weather is not 
too cold, to admit the fresh air. The 
first exercise should be a breathing ex- 
ercise. The subject stands perfectly 
erect, heels together and arms extended 
straight in front, palms touching. The 
palms are now separated, the arms 
sweep backward. The exerciser mean- 
while draws in a full breath. Next the 
arms are thrown as far backward as

ossible without inconvenience, the 
ungs are expanded and the exercises 
reversed, the arms brought to the first 
position and the breath exhaled. These 
movements shuuld’ be repeated about 
five times. 

The next movement is as foHows: 

The subject drops her arms close to 
her hips and raises them above her 
head without bending the elbows, but 
drawing in the breath during this move- 
ment, exhaling the breath as the arms 
are dropped to the hips again. Next 
the subject doubles her fists and draws 
them toward her until they strike her 
shoulders, the elbows being close to her 
sides. Then she extends them full to 
the front as though striking at a 
punching bag, inhaling and exhaling at 
each movement. The neck exercises 
should follow; the subject lets her head 
drop forward as though she had no 
control over the muscles of the neck. 
She then rolls her head with a circular 
motion from side to side as though she 
were trying to describe a circle. 

The next. boudoir gymnastics are 
usually those with the dumbbells. The 
first fgur simple dt™mbbell exercises are 
practiced. he leaning movements, 
where the subject leans forward until! 
the tips of the fingers touch the toes, 
are also excellent. The leg swing. 
where the subject tries to see how large 
a circle she can describe in the air by 
swinging first one leg and then the 
other, using the large toe as a marker, 
is useful for ee the thigh, and 
brings into action all the muscles of the 
leg trom the foot to the hip. 

High kicking is also practiced, but I 
disapprove of it, as I have known cases 
where serious results have followed. 
and it is usually too much of an exer- 
tion. 

The broomstick exercises, as well as 
those of the bells and clubs, are per- 
fectly described in a little book called 
“Handbook of Light Gymnastics, 
which can be purchased for a very small 
sum at any of the booksellers.

No sacrifice should be con- 
sidered too great to the mother who 
must economize where her own or her 
whildren’s teeth are concerned: better a 
thousand times go without furbelows 
and superfluities of every description 
than without the care of a good dentist;

dental surgeon who will care for each 
tooth patiently and wisely, treating it 
and its ailments as catetuliy and scien- 


tifically” as though it were an eye or a 
limb. No tooth should ever be extracted 
=e there is a vestige of life left in its 
roots. 


HOW TO CARE FOR THE NAIRS. 


Best Ways to Beautify Prety Fingers. 


Manicure means care of the hands, It 
is said that it takes three generations 
to make a gentleman, but five to insure 
perfect and patrician hands. 

The first manicure (at least of modern 
times) was M, Sitts.. The office was 
created by Louis Philippe, King of 
France, Sitts had for some time been 
intrusted with the care and comfort of 
the roya! feet; one day the august 
patron complained of an agnail on one 


of his fingers, and Sitts removed it so 
deftly and with such skill that the grate- 
ful monarch then and there gave the 
care of his sacred hands to the delight- 
ed pedicure. The descendants of the 
original Sitts still control the manicure 
trade in Paris. : 

To take perfect care of the hands one 
requires a very few simple implements 
and five minutes’ time six days in the 
. week. A nail clipper should be uséd in 
placed of the curved scissors; the clip- 
pers never create agnails, commonly 
eal'ed hangnails. Never use a sharp in- 
etrument under the nail. An orange- 
wood stick carefully whittled to a 
emooth, flat point should be used instead 
of a metal nail cleaner. Abjure the 
cuticle knife; it simply bruises and 
hacks the selvage around the nail, 
which should never be cut. Use a vel- 
vet file instead of one of the rougher 
kind. A bit of lemon will remove all 
stains from the fingers and will not in- 
jure the texture of the nails. 

All liquid bleaches for whitening the 
nails are merely a diluted mineral acid 
of some powerful nature; they inevit- 
ably thicken the nail and render it 
opaque instead of transparent. Keep 
a bit of pumice soap on hand for re- 
moving roughness and ink spots. After 
washing the hands press the skin or 
selvedge around the nail gently away 
from it, particularly at the base, so 
that the moon will show, as it is 
considered a sign of beauty. The 
moons are really indications of physical 
strength, and are never seen on the 


fingers of the sick. 
The little white flecks on the Dails in- 
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dicate disturbed circulation: no external 
application will cure them. 

Once a week is often enough for man!- 
curing, which one may easily do for 
one’s self. 

Operate upon one hand at a time as 
follows: 


Cover the tips of tie fingers with 
amandine; soak the hand for at least 
fifteen minutes in a bow] of warm water, 
into which a piece of hygienic soap has 
been cast; dry the fingers carefully, 
pressing the selvage down all around. 
Use the clippers to cut with; a little 
practice and you will secure a perfect 
pointed oval in form, and each nail will 
be the same length and contour. 

Remove all foreign matter from unde 
the nail with the orange-wood stick. If 
there are stains or discolorations, take 
them off with lemon. Apply a very, 
very little rose paste to the surface of 
the nail; next dust them rather thickly 
with nail powder and polish with a bit 
of chamois skin; rub always across, 
never up and down. 


Rough, -hard wors will, Of course, 
injure the appearance of the hands un- 
less they are cared for. Almond meal, 
used each day, is all that is necessary 
in addition to the advice above, to keep 
them soft, white and pretty. 

Where there is undue moisture of the 
palms try the following lotion: 

Cologne water, 70 grammes. Tincture 
belladonna, 15 grammes. 

Amandine may be made at home, but 
is very difficult to prepare. It is 
cheaper in the end to purchase it at 
one of the department shops. 

NAIL POWDER. 

Silicon, eight ounces; oxide of zinc, 
two ounces; infusorial earth, one ounce; 
lake (00), enough to color pale rose. 

Mix in a mortar and sift through fine 
sieve. 

ROSE PASTE FOR THE NAILS. 

Spermaceti, one and one-half ounces; 
white wax, nine drams; oil of almonds, 
twelve ounces; alkKanet root, two ounces; 
attar of rose, one dram. 

Melt the first four ingredients in a 
hot water bath; strain, beat until nearly 
cold; then add attar of roses.

Indoor and out of 
door physical exercise, such as house- 
hold duties, walking, bicycling, tennis, 
golf and gymnastics of any kind. Recol- 
lect that exercise that! oxygenates the 
blood positively must burn the fat away. 
Diet: The obesity patient may eat 
gluten bread or toasted wheat bread 
with salt as a substitute for butter; un- 
derdone beef and mutton as often as the 
subject wishes. Fowls at rare inter- 
vals, Any fish excepting salmon or fish 
which !s preserved with salt and oil. 
All salads or so-called green vegetables 
eaten without oil as a dressing. Spin- 
ach, cucumbers, radishes, tomatoes, cab- 
bage, cauliflower, turnips, celery, all ripe 
fruits uncooked, or cooked without 
sugar. One cup of coffee, without cream 
or sugar, in the morning. If it is im- 
possible to drink coffee without sweet- 
ening substitute half a saccharine tablet. 
These saccharine tablets may be ob- 
tained of any drugg'st. One cup of weak 
tea at night without milk or sugar, 
hot water at any time and as often and 
as much as possible. Lemon juice or 
lime juice at any time, in hot or cold 
«apt (hot water is far better). Oys- 
@vs and clams in moderation—raw 
rather than cooked—and never cooked 
with milk or butter. 


On this regimen, Mrs. Baker’s weights 
and measurements decreased as follows: 

Monday, July 5, weight 205 pounds; 
July 12, 1971-2 pounds; July 19, 1931-2 
pounds; July %, 190 pounds; Aug. 2, 
1861-2 pounds; Aug. 9, 1821-2 pounds; 
Aug. 16, 178 pounds. This was the date 
of Mrs. Baker’s discharge. On this oc- 
casion. Mrs. Baker wrote me a letter 
from which I quote the following lines:
